When the original plans were made for 
this special bull issue conditions were very 
different from those we are experiencing 
today. Transportation and material restric- 
tions due to the war emergency have pre- 
vented us from doing the thing we had in 
mind. Nevertheless we are happy to pre- 
sent this, our birthday issue, the largest and 
no doubt the most important Aberdeen-An- 
gus Journal yet to come from our presses. 
Seores of outstanding pictures have not 
been obtainable. Yet many of the good 
breeding bulls are herein 
illustrated. 

Through the good work 
of Prof. J. C. Holbert, of 
the Iowa State College 
at Ames a most elabor- 
ate “family tree chart” 
covering the various 
branches of the Erica 
tribe is included. On this 
tree most of the top 
breeding and show bulls 
of today derived from 
this family source will 
be traceable on the dam’s 
side. 

The subject of herd 
bulls will always be a 
vital topic whenever pure 
bred or commercial cat- 
tle producers meet. 
Therefore it is well to 
make some _ suggestions 
as to type and conforma- 
tion, omitting reference 
to family ties. In the 
first place improvement 
in any breeding herd de- 
pends upon the kind and 
quality of the herd bull 
selected to mate with the 
cows and heifers serving 
in that breeding herd. 
Hence it is important that some of the sali- 
ent features be stressed. 

In the beginning a herd bull should be 
stylish and attractive, docile and capable of 
reproducing his strong points if the cow 
herd is to steadily improve in quality and 
type. He should be straight in his lines, 
carrying as nearly as_ possible the same 
width over the top from shoulders to hooks, 
and that top should be one that will carry 
an abundance of covering, a feature that 
demands a loose, pliable hide. Special at- 
tention should be given the tailhead, which

should carry out in line with the rest of the 
top line and it should carry approximately 
the same width; dropping down over the 
tailhead to the hind quarters, see that there 
is no excessive bulge, but rather that the 
quarter is carried well down toward the 
hock, both inside and outside, bringing the 
twist well down to near the bottom line 
level. The outside of the quarters should 
be well filled to give width from the rear, 
a well filled flank that hangs well down to- 
ward the bottom line is desirable. There 
should be plenty of rib 
spring, a good full heart 
and a barrel that will 
carry a sufficient amount 
of food to properly de- 
velop and maintain a 
more or less fitted condi- 
tion at all times, showing 
an abundance of natural 
fleshing ability. This 
square-like body should 
be finished with a neat 
clean cut head showing 
plenty of masculinity, 
well set ears and well 
placed mild eyes, a short 
nose, wide muzzle, full 
nostrils, wide between 
the eyes, slightly dished 
face, clean throat with 
no excessive leather 
showing, a_ short neck 
well placed into a good 
smooth set of shoulders. 
The frontal appearance 
as the bull approaches 
one should unquestionab- 
ly be bully, striking, with 
a good broad, deep chest 
and front legs set well 
apart. The stride should 
be easy, straight and as- 
sured. Frequently a bull 
with a faltering stride, or covering too 
much territory withhis hind legs is a 
source of trouble and annoyance to his 
owner, in the show ring as well as in 
the breeding pen. I doubt whether many 
bulls kept in the regular pure bred breeding 
herds get the exercise that they should have 
to keep them in good shape. Even though 
the herd bull is supplied with a good box 
stall and an adjoining run he all too fre- 
quently fails of his own volition to take as 
much exercise as he really requires. When 
selecting that next herd bull see that he is

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of good type and quality, compact, built 
close to the ground, is close ribbed and from 
a well established strain, and especially 
strong in the characteristics wherein the 
cow herd is weak. Generations of careful 
selection and mating result in the creation 
of type that is quite sure to reproduce. We 
have the fastest growing beef cattle breed 
in America and need to use every care in 
order to keep that position.

Take care of 
this item of nominating candidates right 
away, or aS soon as you can confer with 
your prospective candidate as these nom- 
inations MUST BE IN THE CHICAGO 
OFFICE NO LATER THAN TUESDAY, 
SEPTEMBER 8th, 1942. There is no time 
to waste. DO IT TODAY. 

There will be many items of great im- 
portance to the progress of the breed to 
be discussed at the annual meeting. Our 
government is calling for food, and beef is 
one of the important factors to be con- 
sidered. More than ever before the pure 
bred breeders should, and undoubtedly will, 
align themselves to protect the commercial 
producers and to support their efforts to 
have the OPA fully informed in all branches 
of beef production in order that ceiling 
prices and regulations may be imposed for 
the greatest good of our government and 
the public at large. New policies will need 
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to be worked out and adopted for the con- 
duct of our business the coming year, and 
for the duration. The measure of success 
to be attained by breeders of registered 
beef cattle will depend largely upon the 
program adopted by the OPA, so be there 
and participate in any discussions that may 
take place. Aberdeen-Angus _ breeders, 
large and small will be affected to some ex- 
tent, and the Journal desires the effect to 
be for continuous improvement and expand- 
ing production. So, please attend to the 
nomination of your delegate NOW.

Yes, and No 


On page fourteen of this issue Secretary 
Tomhave raises the question of how best to 
serve the breeders who are desirous of dis- 
posing of their surplus cattle by public auc- 
tion. This is indeed a timely topic, well pre- 
sented, and worthy of most careful consid- 
eration and discussion. There are many good 
points involved in the proposition as put by 
our Secretary in his endeavor to best serve 
the membership. He has referred to the 
seattered sales, requiring excessive travel- 
ing to make them; the labor shortage; and 
the narrowing transportation facilities; and 
suggests that sales be combined, reduced in 
numbers of sales, and sales cattle increased 
to larger numbers for each event. In other 
words a general centralization of sales ef- 
fort, with county, state and district sales 
conducted under the management of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation offices. It is further suggested that 
in many instances individual breeders might 
well afford to combine their sales efforts, 
put their cattle together in larger numbers. 
Then it is suggested that there might be a 
number of extremely big association sales 
staged at strategic points throughout the 
country, modeled something after those held 
at Perth, where four to eight hundred cattle 
are sold on one occasion. Perth it will be re- 
membered has a big show in connection with 
its sales, and that the trade territory serv- 
iced on these occasions is not so very much 
in excess of that served by some of the state 
sales in this country. Many years have been 
required to develop the Perth show and sale. 

In order to bring out the view points held 
by breeders who produce cattle for these 
public auctions the Journal would like to 
present a few thoughts on the other side 
of the proposition, that must be considered 
when undertaking a program like the one 
suggested. First in all of these concerted 
efforts the savings in cost of preparation 
will not be affected, secondly the cost to the 
owners to transport their cattle to these 
central points will need to be considered. 
The cost of transportation to buyers will be 
about the same. Labor involved will be as 
much, and in many cases more, for the 
seller. Then too, there is this one very im- 
portant factor that will need to be consid- 
ered: The fewer sale points, the fewer out- 
side prospective local buyers will be reached. 
After all our present day sales system has 
been directly responsible in a large measure 
for a good share of the new herds being 
started. When it comes to concentrating 
cattle by the several hundreds for central 
point auctions, I personally doubt very much 
whether any location can consume profit- 
ably that many cattle. One thing that must 
be remembered is that the prospective buy- 
ers, especially the general run of folk look- 
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ing for better cattle with whic 
their farms, are not going to be Mn tintock 
go any great distance from home to — 
their purchases, and after all its the re 
er’s interests that must be most carefully 
one. y 
y personal opinion, after being jdent:; 
fied for more than forty years with the 
tion sale system, is that we might best om 
duct as many individual, county and dis. 
trict sales as possible, have them arranged 
in groups to run consecutively, thus making 
it easier and more convenient for buyers to 
take in any portion of a series of sales; that 
we might try one or two big several hundred 
head auctions also. My point is that we 
need to keep our sale cattle constantly be. 
fore the greatest number of prospective 
buyers if we hope or expect to maintain the 
splendid widespread expansion program we 
are today enjoying. Then too there is some 
advantage to be gained in an _ individual 
breeder selling on his own farm; folks see 
his plant, his breeding herd and his herd 
bulls, together with the oncoming calf crop 
many of which will be sold at private treaty. 
Besides he has the opportunity usually to 
sell many cattle privately on sale day. 
The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is not op- 
posing any system that may be adopted by 
the membership, rather our entire staff will 
be found right in there pitching to make the 
best of every effort exerted, just as we have 
been doing the past twenty-three years, 
since the Journal was established.

Aberdeen-Angus Sales 


From ASSOCIATION OFFICE 


The public auction season of the spring 
of 1942 came to a close June 23, and has left 
for the record of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, 
a chapter that would do honor to any breed. 
Public sales, which make up one of the more 
colorful aspects of the purebred industry, 
during the spring of 1942 had “all of the in- 
gredients”—large crowds; an over-all offer- 
ing better than any of the past; even keel 
of prices with the occasional “skyrocket” 
price that lends excitement; a wide distribu- 
tion of the cattle; and what was of particu- 
lar significance was the unexpected propor- 
tion of new faces. There was a splendid 
demand for Aberdeen-Angus cattle in every 
section of the country and there has been 
no weakening of this demand since the close 
of the spring sale season. 

The figures for the fifty-six spring auc- 
tions speak well for themselves, in numbers 
sold, averages, and tops. From January to 
June 21st, 3446 head of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were sold in public auc- 
tion, bringing in to their owners a total of 
$992,515.00. This was an over-all average 
of $287.53, thirty-three dollars per head 
higher than the 1941 average. 

The Aberdeen-Angus females, totaling 
2,376 head, averaged $288.77. The bulls 
totaling 1,069 head averaged $286.59. 

There were the spectacular prices, of 
course, for the singularly outstanding indi- 
viduals that were offered now and then, but 
for the good, average money-making cattle 
put in the ring in not much more than their 
working clothes, the prices were satisfact- 
ory and healthy. Now and then a breeder 
was willing to part with a great animal, and 
when those occasions came around during 
the past season, an appreciative buying pub- 
lie responded heartily. 

To a female went the distinction for 
bringing the highest price at auction for the 
season. A queenly bred matron, Queen of 
Rosemere 337th, grand champion female at 
both the Denver National Western and the 
Fort Worth Southwestern Exposition in 
1942, commanded $5,100.00 in June in the 
Otto V. Battles sale at Rosemere Farms, 
near Maquoketa, Iowa. Her buyer was Le- 
Baron Farm, Warrenton, Virginia. 

The margin by which the Battles’ heifer 
claimed the seasonal high price over a bull 
was but $100.00. In the L. R. Kershaw sale 
at Muskogee, Oklahoma, May 19th, the bull 
Barb Revolution, went into the hands of 
Seeley & Cash, of Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, for 
an even $5,000. This, the top auction price 
for a bull during the season, was realized 
despite flood waters that prevented the best 
kind of attendance at the sale. The top 
auction price was exceeded at private treaty 
in the sale of Ravenswood Pride Eric 634551, 
purchased by Oldfield Farm, Galena, Mary- 
land, from Ravenswood Farm, Warrenton, 
Virginia, for $10,000.00. The top sale during 
the spring season was the J. M. Tudor dis- 
persal sale held at Olin, Iowa, Monday, June 
8th, when eighty-five lots sold for an aver- 
age of $608.00 per head. 

To list the states where the blacks went 
from the auction rings would be to list the 
states of the nation as they went into 
thirty-seven states and Canada. Thus the 


Aberdeen-Angus, the last breed to arrive on 
American shores, each year continues to in- 
crease on new, far-flung fronts as more 
public auctions are held each year, as more 
buyers are present, and as the distribution 
continues to increase. 


For MONTH of AUGUST, 1942 


With war enveloping the country and put- 
ting greater accent on economy and time, 
the districting of auctions under co-opera- 
tive planning has been an increasingly im- 
portant topic in the Aberdeen-Angus pure 
bred circles. The plans for the full sales 
are too advanced for changes, as dates are 
reserved and auctioneers have been engaged 
but it is not too early to organize our ef- 
forts in preparation for the spring round- 
ups. 

Many prominent buyers remarked this 
spring that too many of our important sales 
were held on too widely scattered dates and 
that sale circuits were not properly arrang- 
ed. This criticism was justified. At pres- 
ent, sales circuits are not planned on a ma- 
jor scale, and the dates are selected promis- 
cuously. In one state, five county sales were 
held during the spring on five widely separ- 
ated dates. If these sales could have been 
held in a circuit of one week or could have 
been combined, they might have attracted 
more buyers and buyers from a greater dis- 
tance. During the past season, five or six 
important sales were held in the east. If 
these sales could have been held on consecu- 
tive dates or better at one convenient, cen- 
tral point in possibly a two-day sale, they 
would have attracted more buyers from 
their own sections and from the west and 
middle-west. They would have been held at 
less expense to the breeders and certainly 
at less expense in time and travel to the 
buyers. Similar cases could be cited in all 
parts of the country. 

Narrowing facilities of transportation 
emphasizes the importance of holding fewer 
sales. At the same time the breeder must 
market his surplus. The labor shortage 
does not allow for any expansion. It would 
seem, however, that many more county as- 
sociations could combine and perhaps coun- 
ty, district, and state associations could well 
afford to consider the advisability of hold- 
ing one sale at a convenient point which has 
adequate facilities for holding a sale. No 
doubt many more of the extensive breeders 
will hold a combination sale at some cen- 
tral point. Extensive breeders might well 
consider holding their sales in conjunction 
with state or national associations sales 
with additional benefit to all. 

How shall we meet the problem of short- 
age of labor, time, economy, transportation 
facilities and at the same time keep the sur- 
plus pure bred cattle moving; the breed 
activities from slowing down; and the en- 
thusiasm of all at the present high status? 
To what extent would several combination 
shows and sales held under the auspices of 
the National Association help us to meet 
these problems? These sales would have 
to be held at strategic points—points which 
had available, adequate housing, transpor- 
tation and shipping facilities. Such sales 
would have to be sufficiently large to at- 
tract big and small buyers in large numbers. 
The consignments would naturally be made 
up of cattle from many herds and that 
would mean that cattle of varying degrees 
of breeding and quality would make up the 
sale offering. The United States could be 
divided into districts with breeders consign- 
ing to the nearest district sale. Suitable 
classes could be arranged and the cattle 
judged before the sale as at the Perth Show 
in Seotland and at Iowa, Ohio, Nebraska, 
Minnesota, Eastern States, Virginia, and 
Maryland. In this way, the cattle would be

and rail travel? Would it be advisable for 
the duration, for the individual, the count 4 
district, and state associations to join with 
the National Association in staging gales? 

The location of the sales would depend 
upon the facilities available and convenience 
to consigners. If they could be held at such 
points as Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha 
Denver, Davenport, or Cedar Rapids, Iowa: 
Baltimore or Frederick, Maryland; Cincin. 
nati, Ohio or Lexington, Kentucky; Mont- 
gomery, Alabama; Ft. Worth, Texas, and 
St. Paul, Minnesota, it might be a forward 
step in the holding of public sales, 

Many questions, immediately arise. Would 
the prices received be satisfactory? Would 
such sales be more economical than the 
smaller, widely scattered sales, and would 
the saving to the buying public and to the 
consignor compensate for the change? 
There is no doubt but that there is a dis. 
tinct saving to the individual breeder in 
time, labor, and expense to combine his sale 
with other breeders or market his surplus 
through a County, State or National Asso- 
ciation in place of holding a sale on his own 
farm. The cost of an individual sale has 
varied from $25.00 to $60.00 per head, de- 
pending upon the amount of advertising 
done, the quality and number of catalogues 
used, the number of auctioneers employed, 
and the extra equipment, such as tent, seats, 
chutes, loud speaker system, etc., required. 
The cattle would have to be transported to 
and from the sale but this would be done in 
car lots in place of a few head in a truck 
or box car. Incoming and outgoing ship- 
ments would be combined, effecting a sav- 
ing. Small and little known breeders will 
have the advantage of placing their cattle 
before a great number of buyers, and thus 
widen their market. There are disadvant- 
ages in holding the sale away from the 
farm. The cattle have to be transported by 
truck or rail to the sale center. Buyers 
would not have an opportunity and the ad- 
vantage of seeing the breeding herd or herd 
sires. The seller’s cattle must stand com- 
parison with the other herds from which 
cattle are consigned. These disadvantages 
might, however, be offset by the advantages 
previously set forth. 

The following questions cry for an answer. 
Could the fifty-six sales held during the last 
sale season have been combined into ten or 
twelve sales selling from 300 to 350 head 
each? Can mass selling and buying in the 
pure bred auctions achieve the same econ- 
omy as in other forms of merchandising? 
Shall we make an effort toward national 
planning of our Aberdeen-Angus sales? We 
want to co-operate to the fullest extent with 
our country in its war effort. In plan- 
ning sales and in fact all activities, with 
greater efficiency and economy, there will 
be a three way benefit. We will help the 
Government, our customers, and ourselves. 

Let’s think it over! 


CRADLE OF THE BLACKS 
IS ON THE BLOCK. 

Aberdeen-Angus Breeders will be inter- 
ested in the following communication from 
Jackson Stops and Staff, Leeds, England:

Breeders may be interested to learn of the 
pending sale of what is to breeders one 0 
the most famous farms in the world. It is a

control. We refer to the farm and estate of 
Tillyfour in Aberdeenshire extending to 
1,900 acres, which is to come up for sale by 


public auction at Aberdeen on the 31st of 


August, 1942. 

“Tillyfour was the original home, under 
the late William McCombie, M. P., of the 
magnificent Aberdeen-Angus breed of cat- 
tle, and as such has been described as the 
“stud farm of the world,” and William Mc- 
Combie as the master and deliverer of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. Originally the lands 
belonged to the Earl of Marr, and history 
shows us they were in his ownership in 
1332, and through him came into possession 
of Sir Archibald Grant of Monymusk. Later 
they passed to John of Forter and event- 
ually came to Charles McCombie, son of 
William McCombie of Lynturk, whose son, 
William, inherited in 1830 and was to be- 
come the world famous breeder. He made 
for Tillyfour a reputation second to none in 
the world and was undoubtedly the most re- 
nowned breeder, feeder and exhibitor of cat- 
tle in Europe. No name is more indisso- 
lubly connected with the Aberdeen-Angus 
race than that of Tillyfour. McCombie had 
a distinct personality of his own which left 
a never-to-be-forgotten impression in the 
mind of those who came in contact with him 
and his herd had likewise an outstanding 
character, so that whoever was fortunate 
enough to secure a member of the famous 
Pride of Aberdeen branch of the Queen fam- 
ily was considered lucky indeed.”

and effort which Mr. Little gave toward the 
building or we should state the improving 
of the Ravenswood herd. There is already 
evidence that Oldfields will go ahead rap- 
idly, for there have been carefully selected 
females added and well chosen bulls pur- 
chased. However, more about the cattle a 
bit later. 

Perhaps the easiest way for one to de- 
scribe the farm would be to take an imag- 
inary ride with me to Oldfields. Heading 
north from Baltimore, we pass Havre de 
Grace, and pass around the town of Elkton 
on a well trafficed dual highway. At Elkton 
we turn south on U. S. number 213 and go 
through several little villages, cross a few 
rivers and on down what is generally known 
as the Eastern Shore. To really appreciate 
the Eastern Shore of Maryland, one must 
visit it. It has a certain lazy kind of a 
charm, where the average resident seems 
not to worry much about either today or to- 
morrow. By that, we do not mean that those 
living on the Eastern Shore do not work. 
Some do and work hard, but it seems to lack 
the hustle and hurry that seems to have 
become a part of our modern life. But on 
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lena and a mile south and we approach the entrance at 
eS each side of the road lies the farm. Turning in the 
entrance we are on an eighty foot gravel road that stretches three 
miles from the highway to the Sassafras River, a view of which can 
be seen in one of the accompanying pictures. About a half a mile 
down the road we stop at the office to find out where “Tiny” is. We 
may find him in the office, reading his mail or checking up some of 
his records. In a moment or two we would be riding down the road 
in “Tiny’s” car toward the barns. Assuming that most any visitor 
would be a bit inquisitive, we might state that we would soon learn 
that Oldfields comprises some two thousand acres of land, that the 
farm has five miles of waterfrontage on the Sassafras river, and that 
more than eighteen hundred acres are either in crops or permanent 
pasture. We know of a number of farms where the acreage is neither 
as large nor the percentage of tillable land as high. Actually, Old- 
fields has many excellent fields, each of which is about a sixty acre 
plot. The land is level, and through lime and other fertilizers, is be- 
ing built up to a high state of productiveness. We would likely learn 
that this year two hundred and eighty-five acres of corn was planted, 
enough to care for the live stock and perhaps have a little reserve for 
a drier season. More, we learn that seven thousand bushels of oats 
and barley have been harvested, that two hundred tons of hay have 


been baled and put in the barns, that three 
hundred tons of straw also have been baled 
and will be used this winter. Upon further 
questioning we discover that there are two 
hundred sixty some odd acres of soy beans, 
much of which will be turned under to fur- 
ther build up the soil. 

We see two sets of buildings on this three 
mile stretch of road, one on each side of 
the eighty foot strip. Each is a duplicate of 
the other, and a front and a rear view of 
the buildings can be seen on these pages. 
Note the four silos for each set of buildings. 
On the other farm which lies across the 
highway is another complete set of farm 
buildings and with it two more silos. Ten 
silos, each of two hundred ton capacity, and 
as “Tiny” would be telling us, ““we’ve enough 
corn to fill all ten of them and then some 
left.” Well, that makes two thousand tons of 
silage, which is considerable for any farm. 
The use of feed is seldom wasted on good 
cattle and “Tiny” doesn’t want to be short 
of silage, grain or hay. We don’t think he 
will be this year. The sets of farm build- 
ings include a modern house, sleeping quar- 
ters, all modern, as well as a show barn and

cattle sheds, sheds for equipment and such 
other buildings as are usually found on the 
average farm. 

And now a look into the barns. First we 
shall more than likely see Ravenswood Pride 
Eric, the first prize bull at the last Inter- 
national. Here’s quite a youngster. A bull 
with the type that is considered modern, 
short legged, deep bodied and with a good 
fore rib and a nice quarter. An all around 
good kind of a bull, and when a bull is good 
enough to win his class at the International, 
he has qualities that the average bull 
doesn’t quite have. A little thicker, a little 
lower set, a little smoother, in other words 
a little bit more bull. Ravenswood Pride Eric 
looked good to us, and we are in agreement 
with Mr. Little that he should make a very 
good breeding bull. The fact, that Ravens- 
wood Pride Eric is, at least to our knowl- 
edge, the highest priced bull so far during 
1942, neither increases our respect for him 
nor lessens it.

PPh te in the feeding of beef cattle as 
brought out at the conference of the Na- 
tional Livestock Advisory Council in Des 
Moines on Wednesday and Thursday of last 
week (July 138th and 14th). Men were 
there from Ohio to Colorado and from 
North Dakota to Missouri—all of the grain 
belt states. No ranchers were represented. 
The facts brought out by these substantial 
cattle feeders were fully verified by such 
outstanding authorities in the agricultural 
world as Professor Paul Gerlaugh of Ohio 
State University Experiment Station; Dr. 
R. C. Ashby of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois; Marvel Baker of the 
University of Nebraska; W. H. Peters of 
the University of Minnesota; Forest Fenn 
of the South Dakota University; and I. W. 
Arthur of Iowa State College. 

The outstanding facts as brought out by 
these men and verified by the college au- 
thorities, were these: 

1. There are 25 per cent to 60 per cent 
less cattle in the drylots of these states 


than a year ago. 

2. These cattle have been and are being 
liquidated at weights from 100 to 300 
pounds lighter than normal. 

3. The cattle when sold from the dry- 
lots are not being replaced with feeder 
cattle. 

4. There are far fewer grass cattle on 
feed than a year ago. 

5. Where normally the feeders have 
made contracts at this time of year for 
delivery of cattle in the fall, few such con- 
tracts have now been placed for either 
steers or calves. 

6. The Flint Hills and Osage country of 
Kansas and Oklahoma have about 200,000 
head of cattle on grass. Normally the 
packers buy about 25 per cent of these 
cattle, and feeders take the balance and 
add on 200 to 400 lbs. to their weight 
through corn feeding. This year the pack- 
ers are buying far, far more than normal 
of these cattle to kill, paying $12.75 for 
them where corn fed cattle bring $13.25. 
When these cattle are through running, 
and have gone to the slaughter pens at the 
much lighter weight, and the grass of the 
ranges has frozen up, an acute shortage of 
beef will suddenly be at hand unless con- 
ditions are changed. 

7. While the Spring Pig crop is 125.3 
per cent of last year, buying by the Federal 
Surplus Commodities Corporation for 
Lease-Lend disposal has been upwards of 
30 per cent of the pork and over 50 per 
cent of the lard, thus leaving less than a 
year ago for domestic consumption. 

8. While there was an increase in num- 
bers of old beef-cattle on farms during the 
past year, yet the number of beef cattle on 
farms is less than during the period of 
1917-20 when meatless days were urged. 
On January Ist there were 1,860,000 more 
head of beef type cattle on farms than last 
year. But slaughter during the first six 
months of the year has been 899,543,000 
head over a year ago, or practically half of 
the increase in half of the year. So if that 
rate is maintained the only increase for the 
year will be in the increase of the calf crop.

than normal and has not contracted for 
more. His figures show he would lose $6.14 
a head at current costs and selling prices. 
“I cannot afford to take that much loss on 
12,000 head in a year”. Banker Day of 
Wood County, Ohio, largest feeding county 
of the state, said that last week 7 loans 
were paid off, one loan taken out. Lloyd 
Hanna of Lexington, Nebraska, said he had 
700-lb. steers on hand that normally would 
be fed out for the March market at a 
weight of 1100 lbs. He said his only re- 
course under present ceiling levels was to 
rough them through the winter, then turn 
them on grass for another year—when 
they would weigh 900 lbs. Wayland Hop- 
ley of Atlantic, Iowa, who produced 1,900,- 
000 lbs. of beef last year, says there are 
40 to 50 per cent as many cattle in the dry 
lots in his community as a year ago, and 
it will drop to zero if some assurance of 
prices that will meet costs is not given. 
Clarence Park of Ashton, IIl., who feeds 
“only” 300 a year, said the same thing ap- 
plied there. “I have 150 calves on feed that 
if sold now would lose $6.00@7.00 a head. 
Practically nothing is being contracted”. 
And so it went in all of the 14 states repre- 
sented.

that state on the sharp reduction in num- 
bers on feed. He gave to us some most 
interesting figures on cost of production of 
100 lbs. of gain on steers of various 
weights, as follows: 

Steer calves weighing 400 lbs. when put 
in the lot, gained an average of 2.25 lbs. 
during the first 112 days. To gain 100 lbs. 
they ate 319 lbs. of corn, 88 lbs. of a 50-50 
mixture of cottonseed and linseed meal, 354 
lbs. of silage and 88 lbs. of hay. 

During the second 112 days they gained 
an average of 2.07 lbs., and to gain 100 lbs. 
averaged eating 533 lbs. of corn, 96 lbs. of 
supplement, 385 lbs. of silage and 74 Ibs. 
of hay. 

In the last 147 days of the experiment 
they averaged a daily gain of 1.57 lbs.; and 
to gain 100 lbs. they ate 742 lbs. of corn, 
127 lbs. of supplement, 509 lbs. of silage 
and 95 lbs. of hay. It is obvious that cattle 
could not be fed out as these cattle were, 
to a finish where they placed 4th at the 
International, at current prices. Accord- 
ing to our calculations, using 80c corn, $45 
linseed, $49.25 cottonseed, $5.60 for silage 
per ton, and $12.00 hay, that gain during 
the last 140 days would cost $15.55 a hun- 
dred to put on. In Ohio it would probably 
cost more as prices are somewhat higher, 
due to freight. Current prices would not 
return the costs to say nothing of overhead. 

Dr. Ashby of Illinois said he had not been 
out, but the other men of the school who 
had been, confirmed the reports of a sharp 
reduction in purchases of feeders and almost 
a complete stoppage of contracting. 

Professor Fenn of South Dakota said 
their lots were being emptied, but this was 
more or less of a normal procedure for this 
time of year. But buyers are simply lay- 
ing off. He said that normally they start 
a feeding experiment at this time of year, 
but this year they also decided that even 
though for experimental purposes, feeders 
are too high to buy. He was particularly 
interested in the effect that the present 
prices would have on the pure-bred busi- 
ness. “Why urge the breeders to buy pure- 
bred sires to produce good beef quickly if 
choice and prime cattle are to be penalized ? 
And why should one particular week of 
March be used as a basis when the cattle 
business is a year-around business”, he 
asked. 

Professor W. H. Peters of Minnesota said 
that normally about 100,000 cattle are on 
feed in the south-west quarter of the state, 
but doubted that over 50 per cent of that 
number were on feed now. A few had 
been put in at 13¢c and put on grass for the 
January market. The increased production, 
he pointed out, was in dairy cows, hogs, 
and poultry. 

The remedy asked by these men is simple: 
While beef cattle prices on farms generally 
are at levels above 110% of parity, the 
weighty, good and low choice grade beef 
ceilings are at levels that force prices be- 
low 110% of parity, while the low grade 
beef including that from feeders is far 
above 110 per cent of parity. For July, a 
price ceiling on choice to prime grades 110 
per cent of parity would allow a price of 
$14.95 and actual prices are $14.25. For 
Feeders at Chicago, a price 110 per cent of 
parity would be around $9.35. But prices 
permitted for low grade beef have hiked 
their prices to $11.92 at Chicago. The Na- 
tional Livestock Advisory Council is asking 
the OPA to revise beef ceilings to restore

| Have Known 


A timid, enthusiastic youngster eager to learn 
about Aberdeen-Angus Cattle met the genial, 
compatible “Pat” Donohoe on a train en route 
to the Great Chicago International, showed the 
Lad the warm side of his great heart, resulting 
in a genuine friendship never to be forgotten.

The importance of a sire of more than ordinary individuality 
and prepotency in herd improvement was first impressed upon me 
in unmistakable clearness by the late P. J. Donohoe, one of the 
best friends of the Aberdeen-Angus breed, and one of the most 
unforgettable characters I have ever known. 

It happened this way—as a green farm boy who, although 
enthusiastically interested in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, knew little 
about them, I climbed aboard a Chicago-bound train about three 
o’clock one morning of a November of long ago. 

The only available seat in the day coach of that Transcon- 
tinental train was one partly occupied by a large, good looking 
man. I timidly sat down beside him. Characteristically, as I 
learned when I knew him better, this man who was Patrick Dono- 
hoe, showed an interest in me, an inexperienced country boy who 
was on his way to the Big City for the first time and when I 
learned that he was an Aberdeen-Angus breeder and that he was 
going to the International Stock Show, my own destination, my 
excitement knew no bounds. I recall now some of the many ques- 
tions I asked him, because then, as it has always been with me, I 
was hungry for knowledge and particularly for information rela- 
tive to Aberdeen-Angus cattle. I soon learned that Mr. Donohoe 
was the owner of

I sought he 
advice frequently and it was always help- 
ful. He was not only one of the best 
friends I ever had, but he was one of the 
most lovable persons I have ever met, 

I saw Black Woodlawn the following spring when I visited 
the Donohoe Farm at Holbrook, Iowa, and although he was then 
not in show condition, he 
still looked the part of a 
champion. I was partic- 
ularly impressed with his 
straight lines and well- 
filled quarters. His head 
was not ideal but as I 
have since learned by ex- 
perience one cannot find 
everything pleasing even 
in a really great animal 
and that minor faults 
should be considered in 
the light of their relative 
importance to the con- 
formation as a whole. 

Black Woodlawn was 
the first great bull that I can remember seeing and that he was 
one of the greatest of all time is beyond argument. His place in 
Aberdeen-Angus history as such is secure. 

I feel that my observations of the achievements of 
Black Woodlawn as a sire which convinced me of the im- 
portance of a great sire in a breeding program, have been 
invaluable to me. I wish that every young breeder might 
have the opportunity that I had to learn this truth early. 
Ever since my first contacts with Black Woodlawn and 
his owner, Mr. Donohoe, I have taken particular pains to 
see as many as possible of the well-known bulls of the 
world, particularly in my own breed and I have spent 
many hours in studying their pedigrees and in analyzing 
their records of performance. Fortunately for me I have 
been especially favored in this respect, as I have had an 
opportunity to see practically every great Aberdeen- 
Angus bull of our own country and Canada, since Black 
Woodlawn, and besides a number of the best in both the 
British Isles and the Argentine, the two other most im- 
portant Aberdeen-Angus strongholds of the world. 

This space will not permit of a discussion of all the 
famous bulls whose pictures I shall always carry in my 
mind but I should like to mention a few of them. In the 
beginning there was Glenfoil Thickset 2d, proud, high- 
strung, and temperamental, he was always more or less 
of a problem to show. I remember how nervous I always was every 
time I led him into the show ring for fear that his refractory dis- 
position would upset his chances to win, or that someone might be 
hurt by him, but he always 
came out with flying 
colors. By the time he 
went into the McHenry 
show herd as a four year 
old, he had gotten pretty 
well over his irritability 
and was behaving like the 
seasoned trouper that he 
was. 


In temperament, deep, 
smooth, thick-fleshed Oak- 
ville Quiet Lad was 
exactly opposite to Glen- 
foil Thickset 2d, it was 
always a pleasure and a

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Don’t be a Shy Breeder 


Come out of the Shadows with your good Aberdeen-Angus 
Cattle. It may lead to big things. Just try it once. Let 
us hope that all the Shows will soon again be on with 
more Blacks on Parade than ever before, says the author.

There are a great many breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle about whom you hear 
very little or nothing, and the only way you 
know they are breeders is because they ap- 
pear once or twice a year at some meeting 
or gathering, and their names are on the 
list of Association members. But as for 
their cattle—they are lost in the shadows. 
They never appear in public, either in print, 
or in person, in the show ring, and are only 
seen by making a special trip to that par- 
ticular farm. 


We made such a trip recently and we 
were surprised at the quality of the cattle 
we saw hidden away on this unpublicized 
farm. We asked prices on a couple of prom- 
ising young bulls and the owner apologetic- 
ally murmured a figure well below their 
real worth. We remonstrated, but he re- 
plied that, may be others could, but he 
couldn’t get any more for his stuff. Well, 
if he couldn’t it was his own fault. He has 
good cattle and a little publicity would go 
a long way towards raising his income. Ev- 
en a small ad in a live stock publication 
would have made people familiar with his 
herd name, and then when he announced 
that he had something for sale, he wouldn’t 
seem like a perfect stranger to prospective 
customers. Also, if those young bulls had 
been given a little extra feed and shown at 
some local shows, it would do that breeder 
a world of good. Of course, not everyone is 
equipped to show, even in peace time, and 
not everyone has the time or the desire to 
show, but any breeder who takes his cattle 
as a serious and important part of his farm 
business, would do well to consider the ad- 
vantages which follow showing the public 
what he is raising, providing, of course, that 
it is good. The poor ones had much better 
remain hidden, it is the good ones that are 
hidden that I deplore. Retiring to the peace 
and quiet of your farm and herd may be 
delightful but it won’t bring customers to 
your gate. You’ve got to blow a good loud 
blast on your own horn to make people sit 
up and notice you. You can’t be a shy 
breeder and a good business man in a cattle 
way. 

Soon after the first Aberdeen-Angus had 
arrived at Cold Saturday, a fellow breeder 
asked if we intended to do any showing. 
“Oh, no!” we replied. “We’ll never get in 
that game. It’s too expensive and compli- 
cated and we could never compete with pro- 
fessional show herds anyway. No, no show- 
ing for us. We are just going to raise cat- 
tle here on the farm and sell decent breed- 
ing stock to other people.” If the veil of the 
future could have been drawn aside at that 
moment and revealed us gnawing our fin- 
gernails at the rail of the 1941 Interna- 
tional ringside, we would, like the old lady 
in the nursery rhyme, have exclaimed, “Lack 
a mercy on me! This cannot be I!” And yet 
this radical change in our plans and out- 
look took place so gradually and so logically 
that we were hardly aware of it. 

The first calf-crop was weaned, but could 
scarcely be called halter-broken, when our 
Association president dropped in. “We want 
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your calves in the Breeders Show. 


Everybody’s got to enterto makeit Mrs. H. 


a good show. Come on!” We 

couldn’t refuse, and three blue rib- 

bons were our reward and a thrill such as 
we had never known before. Now a drop 
of success in the show-ring is a heady drink, 
a potent drug, creating an insatiable crav- 
ing for more. After several appearances at 
the annual Maryland Breeders Show, we 
ventured to the State Fair with a few head, 
and there, to our amazement, got our first 
glimpse of a really fitted show herd that 
came in from out of the state. We came 
away with very little but the determination 
to get our cattle in better shape next year. 

A number of good cattle had been added 
to the herd by this time, so we had more to 
pick from for our next show herd, but the 
increased size of the herd no longer permit- 
ted the general farm manager to give it all 
the time it required. We needed another 
man, and we might as well get an exper- 
ienced one while we were about it, who could 
get our cattle fitted like those other show 
herds. Fortunately for us, one of the best 
men of his calling was at that time looking 
for a herd to get his hands on, and he had 
not had his hands on our cattle very long 
before we got a blue at the State Fair. Now, 
with our cattle fitted and a man to show 
them, the most economical thing was to take 
in as many fairs and shows as possible, so 
we found ourselves on the circuit, with the 
mysteries of renting and equipping freight 
cars, arranging for comings and goings, en- 
tries and stalls at shows all resolved into 
simple procedures on acquaintance. It is 
true, we were still raising cattle on the farm 
and selling decent breeding stock to other 
people, only much, much more so, and we 
had come out from hiding in the shadows 
into a very lucrative limelight. 

We do not THINK showing pays, we 
KNOW it does, and we are equally sure that 
men like O. V. Battles, J. Garrett Tolan and 
John Brown are not showing just because 
it is fun. To such veteran showmen this 
will seem like small pickings, but last year, 
over and above all expenses, we had a profit 
of over $1,000.00 on the shows we went to, 
and this does not take into consideration the 
inestimable value of the advertising one 
gets from successful showing. It has made 
a marked difference in the demand for our 
cattle and the prices they command after 
they have proved their worth in the show 
ring. 

Before we started showing in a “big 
way”, our sales average was $215.00, and 
after we had proved to the public where our 
cattle stood in stiff competition, the aver- 
age was $460.00 and we could not keep up 
with the demand. It would be foolish to 
assume that showing was the only reason 
for this increase in average sales, for many 
factors entered in, such as a larger and bet- 
ter selection at the farm and the general 
up-trend of prices, but still we are convinc- 
ed that the main reason was that we had 
led our cattle out where people could see 
them and their performance in competition.

How much more conclusive it is to prove be. 
fore the eyes of several hundred people, and 
sometimes many more, at one time, that 
your cattle can stand well up in show ring 
competition, then to try to persuade one 
customer in the barnyard that this one or 
that one OUGHT to win, IF it were shown 
You may have a beautiful flow of language 
and a great gift of persuasion, but there’s 
only one way to prove your words. 


Aside from essential advertising in breed 
publications and show ring records, another 
good way to make your herd name known 
to other breeders and to keep them familiar 
with it, is to buy a few tops now and then. 
Here again, the publicity part of the tran- 
saction, valuable as it is, comes free. The 
investment in the good animal, besides cre- 
ating interest in prospective customers, 
raises the standard of your whole herd, and 
barring accidents, will prove a better in- 
vestment with a quicker turn-over than any 
stocks or bonds you can mention off-hand. 

Using some of our purchases as an ex- 
ample, even though we have hardly had 
some of the animals long enough to make a 
turnover, the trend is evident. There is 
Epponia C. B. 2d, dam of Epponian 8th of 
Rosemere, 1936 International grand cham- 
pion bull, purchased at the Congdon & Bat- 
tles dispersion in 1938 for $3,500.00, with 
a month old full brother to Epponian 8th 
at foot. Many thought at the time that no 
cow was worth that money, and yet an ex- 
perienced cattle breeder commented recent- 
ly that he would wager if we led Epponia 
C. B. 2d into an auction ring today, she 
would bring more than she did in 1938, in 
spite of her age. And if we also led into 
that ring her two good daughters, that we 
are keeping in our breeding herd, and her 
two sons, Epponian 12th of Rosemere, one 
of whose first calves was a blue ribbon win- 
ner at the 1941 International, and Cold Sat- 
urday Epponian, first prize summer year- 
ling bull at that same show, and added all 
five figures, I think any business man would 
admit that it was a good return on $3,500.00 
in four years. Anoka Barbara 2d cost us 
$2,850.00 but the bull and the heifer she 
has now would more than pay for her. 
Erianna B. 7th cost $1,750.00 a little over 
two years ago but we could have sold her 
first calf, a bull by Jock of Wheatland, sev- 
eral times for that figure, only we know he 
is worth more.

Most of the Angus men who have been to Modena Plantation 
on Skidaway Island will never forget the Schooner Yacht Black 
Douglas whose three tall masts were visible for miles from her 
berth at the plantation wharf, and were the first and last things 
seen by all visitors. Those great spars were single trees brought 
from Oregon on three railroad flat cars to the Bath Iron Works on 
the Kennebec River in Maine where they 
became the highest solid wooden masts 
ever stepped in a ship. The old clippers 
had loftier rigs composed of sectional 
masts stepped one upon the other and 
the latest America’s Cup contestants had 
taller single spars but these were built 
up from metal or from many pieces of 
wood glued together attaining heights of 
over 180 feet from the water, too high to 
pass under most bridges. No doubt they 
have taller trees in Oregon, but the pen- 
nant flying at the mizzen masthead on 
the Black Douglas generally touched the 
Brooklyn bridge when passing through 
New York harbor, and that roadway is 
130 feet above the water. 

Last August Black Douglas was pur- 
chased by the Fish and Wildlife Service 
of the U. S. Department of the Interior 
to ride herd on the Alaskan fur bearing 
seals. The seal herd was nearly killed 
off at one time until a treaty was made 
with Japan for its protection. Japan 
refused to renew the treaty so the U. S. 
government decided to patrol the herd 
in its wanderings across the North Paci- 
fic, a job necessitating a vessel capable 
of staying at sea for long periods. For 
this purpose the big schooner appeared 
to be ideal because ships having that 
much cruising radius are in general much 
too large and unwieldy for the business 
at hand. An interesting bit of history 
was the retention of her name; all of 
the 200 odd boats of the Fish and Wild- 
life Service are named for 
creatures of the sea so it was 
presumed that there was to be 
no exception in her case. How- 
ever, the Director of the Ser- 
vice was delighted with the 
name, Black Douglas, char- 
acterizing it as “a fine, bold 
name exactly suited to her 
daring mission”, and issued 


gan’s great steam yacht, Black Douglas was 
over half completed at the time of the crash. In spite of the 
ominous outlook ahead for yachting, she was launched in June 
1930 and made one long cruise of about 25,000 miles clear around 
South America by way of the Panama Canal and the strait of 
Magellan. In addition to the 17 members of the crew the party on 
the cruise consisted of Mr. Roebling who owned the yacht and who

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HIS YEAR is another unusual one in the 
cattle feeding business. In fact, there 
have been very few quiet periods since the 
depression of 1929 when one in the cattle 
business could afford to coast or rest. It 
seems that none of these years from that 
time up to and including this one have 
worked out in a way that could be consider- 
ed average or normal. We have gone from 
a period of exceptionally large feed supplies 
to short supplies and back again. We have 
had two major drouths and a couple of 
depressions. We have had some exceptional- 
ly high prices and some extremely low ones. 
In 1937, the top at Chicago reached $19.90 
and in 1933, we were selling choice cattle 
around $6.00. In 1939, the European War 
started and that created another set of con- 
ditions to confront the cattle feeder. On 
December 7, 1941, war was forced upon the 
United States and since that time other new 
factors have come into the picture. No one 
has had any experience with some of these 
new factors and right now, some of the 
regulations influencing the cattle feeder 
that must be considered, are still in the 
formulative and experimental stages. 


Throughout most of the period since 1933, 
cattle feeders as a whole have done a good 
job and most of the regular good feeders 
have been able to record their activities on 
the right side of the ledger. The beef cattle 
outlook is again puzzling in that certain 
factors that will influence cattle prices dur- 
ing the near future are extremely difficult 
to analyze and weigh with any degree of 
certainty. 


The present fat cattle market is discour- 
aging to many in the Corn Belt and the 
same is true in respect to the present feeder 
cattle market. The Corn Belt feeder right 
now is, and has a right to be, concerned. 


Mr. R. W. Grieser is manager of the cattle depart- 
ment of the Chicago Producers Commission Associa- 
tion, whose firm is a member of the National Live 
Stock Marketing Association and is represented on 
twenty-six markets. This interesting talk was address- 
ed to the many farmers, breeders and cattle feeders 
who attended the Iowa Cattle Feeders’ “HEY” Day 
at Ames, Iowa on Friday, June 26th this year. We 
are sure all commercial and pure bred men will find 
an answer to some of their problems in this article. 
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Chicago Producers Alleys at Union Stock Yards, Chicago, Illinois. 
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Many fat cattle are relatively low in price 
right now and feeder cattle prices are high. 
Not many cattle being marketed now are 
sustaining an outright loss, but we are 
entering a period where the cattle coming 
back to market have cost more as feeders 
and with the cost of gain being higher, the 
present fat cattle market will place profits 
at a minimum and in many instances, create 
losses. 

The price spread right now is exceptional- 
ly narrow. For instance, a large percentage, 
some 85 or 90%, of the fed steers at Chi- 
cago are selling from $12.25 to $14.00. 
Medium grade steers, showing not much 
honest feed at all, are selling from $12.00 to 
$12.50 whereas steers having quite a long 
turn on a full corn ration and grading low 
choice are selling only around $13.50 to 
$13.75. Of course, full choice and a few 
prime steers are selling on up to $15.00. 
The top this week was $15.50. 


It is remarkable that at all of our mar- 
kets now the lower grades of cattle are 
selling high as compared to the better 
grades. Cows are selling up to $12.00 and 
even bologna bulls—old, heavy, discarded 
herd bulls—sold up to $12.15 this week at 
Chicago.

An outstanding point for consideration in 
regard to this narrow spread is the fact 
that these lower class and lower grade ani- 
mals are selling actively, whereas the better 
grade kinds are selling slowly. 


If ever there was a time when the Corn 
Belt cattle feeder should calmly think and 
weigh the factors involved in the feeding 
and marketing of his cattle, it is now. Many 
cattle feeders with good qualitied cattle 
right now are concerned and to some extent, 
alarmed. Some are shipping their cattle 
thirty to ninety days ahead of their original 
plans and just a little more discouragement 
would cause many others to unload. We 
sincerely question the advisability of ship- 
ping those kinds that are not as yet ready 
for market. | 


In the first place, the narrow spread 
existing now for grade is not at all unusual 
for this time of year. Every spring, the 
spread in price for grade tends to narrow 
and almost every spring feeders see really 
high qualitied well fed cattle sell low as 
compared to common and medium kinds. We 
are at the seasonal period when this situa- 
tion should tend to change and, normally, 
we would anticipate a widening in the price 
spread for grade. On an average, the lower 
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s of cattle tend to weaken off as we 


de , 
= into the late spring or early summer. 


This is due to the marketings of grass cat- 


tle. On an average, the better grades of 
fat cattle tend to advance during the sum- 
mer and early fall. They reach their best 
time from a price standpoint during the late 
summer and early fall. Even at the present 
time, when the demand for common, medium 
and just good grade cattle is exceptionally 
strong, it would not be at all surprising to 
see a trend in prices somewhat similar to 
the usual seasonal swing by grade. An 
average spread this year is not probable for 
it is expected that the lower grades will hold 
up better than normally, even through the 
marketing of grass fat cattle. 


The movement of grass fat cattle has 
been delayed somewhat this year because of 
a backward spring. Any time now, the 
supplies of these grass cattle suitable for 
slaughter are due to increase. The big 
Flint Hills and Osage grass sections are 
well supplied with cattle this year. In these 
two regions, there are about fifteen percent 
more than last year. The supply is just 
about the same as the ten-year average for 
those sections. The cattle are all in very 
good condition and are showing good gains. 
Pastures are good and there is plenty of 
soil moisture and stock water. 

The movement of these cattle out of the 
Flint Hills and Osage regions will depend 
on the season. They move according to the 
condition of the grass. It requires some 
period of dry weather to harden these cat- 
tle and it probably will be late July before 
there is much movement from these two 
big grazing areas. Other pasture areas out- 
side of the Corn Belt are carrying more 
cattle than last year. Most of the areas will 
market during the fall. The prospects are 
that all of the cattle from these grass areas 
that reach slaughter condition will sell very 
well. 

We have had an early marketing of fed 
cattle this year. This is just about the re- 
verse of last year. Many of you remember 
very well the heavy marketings of fed cat- 
tle during the late summer and throughout 
the fall and winter last year. It is not at 
all unusual to see a complete switch in the 
time of marketing. Last year the heavy 
marketing period came late. It would be 
unusual if it were not early this year. 

Since the first of January, the slaughter 
of cattle has been heavy. The first five 
months of this year, using the Federally 
inspected slaughter as a guide, there has 
been slaughtered fifteen percent more than 
during the same five months last year. The 
month of May is the only month of the five 
that shows a decrease over the correspond- 
ing month a year previous. In fact, of the 
last nineteen months, the month of May is 
the only month during which fewer cattle 
were slaughtered than the corresponding 
month a year earlier. Without the recent 
regulations that created some uneasiness 
among cattle feeders and thereby increasing 
our runs, it may have been that the decrease 
during May was the start of a period of 
several months in which the slaughter of 
cattle would have been less than a year 
earlier. This probably would have been the 
case, especially with fed cattle. 

The total supply of fed cattle to come to 
market during the summer and early fall is 
not large. During the last six months of 
last year, it is indicated that the supply of 
feeder cattle coming into the Corn Belt was 
around fifteen percent less than the num- 
ber coming in during the last six months 
of 1940. Since the first of the year, the 
number of feeders coming into the Corn 
Belt is two to three percent less. For a 
period of eleven months, we have had less 
cattle going on feed. (Turn to page 140

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E ARE a nation of meat eaters, as 

are the British, a factor which has 
contributed heavily not only to the general 
well-being, health, and capability of the 
English-speaking peoples, but to their all- 
round enjoyment of living. Thus meat, 
essential in peacetime, becomes doubly im- 
portant in the wartime diet and adequate 
quantities of wholesome, palatable meat 
must be supplied to our men in the overseas 
services, wherever they may be, and to the 
peoples of the united nations. 

That we must meet this need is readily 
apparent. How to do so fully may be some- 
thing else again. Wartime conditions have 
introduced several very complicating factors 
into the problem. Because men and equip- 
ment and supplies must be carried long dis- 
tances to many different parts of the world, 
available shipping space must be conserved 
in every way possible and cargo weights 
held to a minimum. With ship refrigeration 
also scarce, the shipment of large quantities 
of fresh meats becomes very difficult, if not 
at times entirely impossible. Then, too, 
throughout a considerable portion of the 
territory in which these meat supplies are 
needed, refrigeration is limited and in many 
sections non-existant. But still, whatever 
the difficulties of getting it there, our men 
and our allies overseas need meat. 

There is the problem: the need for huge 
supplies of meat, transportation limitations 
and the question of adequate preservation at 
destination. To help solve it, the possibility 
is being thoroughly investigated of develop- 
ing for shipment abroad a suitable type of 
dehydrated meat that would meet all the 
very exacting conditions of food quality and 
transport difficulties and still be able to 
stand the gaff of wide ranges of climatic 
conditions wherever it might be shipped. 
Meat dehydration on any considerable scale 
for human consumption is still an unexplor- 
ed field and many technical details of 
processing, packaging storage, rehydrating, 
and methods of use of the final product re- 
main to be worked out before it can be a 
useful reality in our war program. Some 
of the more apparent of these technical 
phases include the effect of the fatness of 
the meat, fineness of grinding, temperature 
of pre-cooking, temperature of dehydration, 
humidity and air velocity of the drying 
chamber, optimum moisture content of the 
finished product, and packaging, as well as 
the comparative behavior of different kinds 
of dehydrated meat in keeping quality and 
palatability. 

To determine definite and exact methods 
of meat dehydration with existing types of 
equipment that will produce a wholesome, 
palatable nutritious product of good keep- 
ing qualities, the United States Department 
of Agriculture and _ several cooperating 
agencies have initiated a comprehensive 
study of the problem that is of serious im- 
port to the war effort. Although the work 


has been under way less than four months, 
the answers to some of the troublesome

technical problems involved are becoming 
apparent. As would be expected, others are 
not quite so near solution. Fortunately, in 
this emergency technical experts of out- 
standing ability and broad experience on 
every phase of the problem were available 
for service in the cooperating agencies and 
are now devoting their talents and energies 
to this emergency research to an extent that 
gives considerable promise of early success. 
Participating in the technical work, which 
is being directed by the Agriculture Re- 
search Administration, are the Bureaus of 
Animal Industry, Chemistry and Engineer- 
ing, Home Economics, and Dairy Industry 
of the Department of Agriculture, and the 
University of Chicago. 

The task to which these investigators 
have set themselves is an exacting one. The 
final product of their research efforts must

Various types of dehydrating ma-

have several well-defined characteristics. It 
must be safe to eat. It must also be palat- 
able, so that the soldier at the front and the 
lads who are “Keeping Them Flying” in 
Australia and England will like it and enjoy 
eating it. It must have high keeping qual- 
ity, with relatively slow development of 
rancidity under a wide range of climatic 
conditions, with no refrigeration. And final- 
ly, it must have high nutritive value so that 
it will perform all the functions expected of 
meat in the diet. It is their task to develop 
the methods whereby such a product can be 
produced in quantity, so that the meat 
processors of the Nation can in turn rapidly 
make it available in the huge quantities that 
are expected to be needed for the war effort. 

Several types of dehydrating machinery 
and equipment are being used thus far in 
the investigations. In one of the early series 
of tests, the meat was precooked in open, 
steam-jacket kettles and was then dehydrat- 
ed in a cabinet drier. In a current series of 
tests, the raw meat is being run through a 
double-drum drier held at different tem-

Because these are complicated war times 
and essential materials are hard to obtain, 
even for the Government’s own emergency 
research work, the assembling or construc- 
tion of the necessary experimental machin- 
ery and equipment has been given careful 
consideration. The project is in no sense of 
the word a direct comparison of the various 
types of commercial dehydrators, however, 
although inevitably considerable information 
on the performance of the different types 
will undoubtedly be accumulated as _ time 
goes on. The basic objective is to work out 
exact methods for producing a desirable 
product of dehydrated meat with any avail- 
able type of dehydrator, so that when pro- 
duction is placed on a commercial basis all

Donnelson, being the first to be served after 
the lunch room doors had been opened.

The 


first landing was made at the J. Canby 
farm near Mt. Union, where young Karl 
Kneen, has a nice little herd under way, 
seven good low set females of breeding age 
and a nice heifer coming on. Karl is an- 
other club boy that has gone from showing 
into the breeding business. 

Next we turned in at the Earl Canby 
place at Winfield, to find a nice group of 
females in the lot for inspection, several of 
these cows were excellent, the best one had 
at foot a real herd bull prospect.

the normal relationships between grades. 
Then it would pay farmers to buy feeders 
and put on the weight necessary to feed 
the nation. 
BACK UP 
THEIR ACTION! 

The entire resolution as passed at that 
meeting is published herewith. Read it 
through carefully. Then if you approve of 
it, let them know. ; ; 

We might explain that the verbatim testi- 
mony taken at this meeting was at the re- 
quest of the OPA itself. They want 8 
copies of it. The resolution directs that it 
be placed before them in person, which is of 
course very desirable. ; 

But that costs money. Contributions 
have been made by these men as well as 
various banks, feed manufacturers, etc. 
Now it is time for the live stock feeders 
themselves to come to the rescue—and to 
see to it that this sane, able, fighting or- 
ganization is kept on the job. In fact, a 
man should be kept in Washington all of 
the time to keep the various governmental 
agencies informed on the beef cattle situa- 
tion, not only to keep prices in accord with 
practical facts, but to keep up the fight on 
importation of hoof-and-mouth-disease Ar- 
gentine beef. } 

Let us go further and say that we believe 
this organization, just newly formed, has a 
better chance than any of the old organiza- 
tions of getting the ear of the officials. 
Right now there is a rather bitter feeling 
in some quarters against the Farm Bureau, 
the Grange, etc. They are regarded as 
having been “whipped soundly” in the battle 
on government sales of grain, by the Presi- 
dent. (We can’t see but what the CCC lost 
far more than it gained, and the Farm 
Bloc was very victorious in it prohibition 
of the sale of milling wheat and cotton be- 
low parity; also, some limitation was put 
on their sales of corn.) But the fact is 
that the old organizations are in disrepute. 
So the new one has a chance of being heard 


favorably.

RESOLUTION ASKING 
FOR READJUSTMENT OF 
BEEF PRICES 


Whereas, present price conditions attributable at 
least in part to the impact of beef ceilings threaten 
a startling reduction in the supply of beef because 
as disclosed by testimony presented by cattle feeders 
from Ohio to California and from Minnesota to Mis. 
souri and by college men from the corn belt area 
before a meeting of the National Live Stock Advisory 
council meeting at Des Moines, Iowa, July 15th and 
16th, 1942, and as indicated by market reports, 

A.—There is an alarming tendency on the part of 
cattle feeders to liquidate cattle in advance of the 
usual marketing time and at lighter than usual 
weights; and : 

B.—There is a distinct disinclination on the part 
of cattle feeders to purchase the usual replacement 
cattle; and . 

C.—Since late in April price relationships have 
been definitely unfavorable to the better grade of 
slaughter cattle leading inevitably to an early de. 
crease in total beef tonnage; and 

D.—Since it is generally recognized by market 
observers as well as by the United States Depart. 
ment of Agriculture that because of this differential, 
cattle ordinarily returned to the country for further

Family Tree 


There has been a broad demand for the re-pub- 
lishing of a Family Tree which appeared in The 


Aberdeen-Angus Journal several 


stead, in conjunction with the author, Prof. J.C. 
Holbert, arrangements have been made to publish 
a series of Trees representing leading tribes. The 
ERICA TREE accompanying this issue is the 
first of a series, it’s new, it’s up to the minute, 
Thanks to this well known lowa Genetician. 


By PROF. J. C. HOLBERT, 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa. 


Once I heard a child specialist telling a 
worried mother that she did not have to 
worry how fast the child grew. If he grew 
in the right proportion and kept his flesh 
firm and solid, there was nothing to worry 
about and it was a much better and 
healthier condition than having him grow 
fast and out of proportion. As I listened to 
this man of years of experience talking 
about the growth and development of the 
child, I thought how true that is of our pure 
bred live stock business. 

One does not have to worry about how 
big a breed is, how many thousands they 
have recorded, or how fast they grow, if 
the growth is steady, sound, and based upon 
practical, economical production of human 
food. A big mushroom growth is always 
bad, and where is there a breed that has a 
sounder growth than the Doddies? Do you 
know of any? I donot. The very tap root 
of the breed is located in the heart of the 
cornbelt in the center of beef production 
somewhere in Iowa, Illinois, or Missouri, but 
I have a feeling that the tip of the tap root 
may be found down on the old McHenry 
farm at Denison, Iowa. The roots have 
spread. They are in the East, good, strong 
roots, healthy and free from disease. They 
are in the West, and they are thriving. They 
have penetrated into the very heart of the 
cotton-belt. Yes, they are even “deep in the 
heart of Texas”. 


Their beefiness and reproducing ability, 
and the quality fleshing and body conforma- 
tion of the Doddies, the leadership of the 
breeders, coupled with the inherent strength 
and vitality of both the cattle and the men 
have and are securing for the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed an enviable position in the 
business of beef making. 

_ The breed is changing some; the blood 
lines are changing. The breed as a whole is 
on the upward trend, but we can not rest on 
past laurels. There have developed some 
weaknesses in this breed which must be 
checked. As breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, each and every man must do his ut- 
most to maintain the size, quality, sub- 
stance, a correct set of legs, and the breed- 
ing quality of the breed. 

Foolish fads on female lines are not so 
prominent today. Careful selection of pedi- 
grees and individuals is the very life blood 
of this business, and in the hands of those 
breeders who will combine these two rests 
not only the present but also the future of

J. C. Holbert, Assistant Professor 
Department of Animal Husbandry, and 
widely known in the field of genetics, 
kindly consented to prepare the Erica 
Family Tree which appears in connec- 
tion with this issue, as well as a series of 
Trees covering other main families in 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

Prof. Holbert is also in charge of the 
Iowa State College Judging Team, 
which has made a phenomenal record 
under his instruction. During the past 
six years his team has broken all col- 
lege records. His team has always been 
at or near the top in any competition 
into which it has entered. In 1940 the 
Iowa State College team won first place 
at both the American Royal and the | 
Chicago International, the first time 
a single team has won these two honors 
the same year since 1932. A feat ac- 
complished but four times in history. 
High single man on both occasions be- 
ing members of the Iowa team. 

At the American Royal the Iowa 
team has won three out of five con- 
tests, had the high man the last four 
years, and placed first, second, fifth, 
sixth and ninth in the 1941 singles. 
Iowa also tied once for first place out 
of five times at the International. 

The Iowa team has won the National 
Belgian Horse Show competition three 
times out of the last five shows at 
Waterloo, Iowa. 

Aberdeen-Angus Journal readers will 
be interested to know that Prof. Hol- 
bert has been on the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal staff during his vacation per- 
iods for many years. It was he who 
made the preliminary survey of the 
Eastern States for the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal years ago, prior to the begin- 
ning of activities in that area. It was 
the encouraging report that he brought 
back to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
office that led to the wide spread in- 
terest developed east of Ohio.

lot of names that have no influence on the 


life blood of this breed today. To hear 
breeders talk about some of them reminds 
me of people who are still talking about the 
fact that their ancestors came over in the 
Mayflower. It is clinging to imaginary 
traits when today we must face realities as 
we have never faced them before. We have 
learned the necessity of quick and decisive 
decisions. This must be injected into the 
very life of every American today if we are 
going to maintain the position that we have 
held. Also it must be injected into the pure 
bred live stock business if it is going to 
maintain the position held in the business of 
producing meat for the consuming public. 
It must be injected into your herd, into my 
herd, if we are going to keep the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in step with what they will 
have to do tomorrow to meet the competi- 
tion of every foodstuff on the market from 
the vitamin pill up. 


We are presenting to you a new tree of 
Aberdeen-Angus families. At the end of 
each of these limbs is a cow which has pro- 
duced somebody’s herd bull in this country 
or produced a sire of a prize winner at the 
leading fairs during the last two years. Ef- 
forts were put forth to gather as completely 
as possible the dams of herd bulls of the 
breed. Some of the young sires’ dams per- 
haps will not be on the chart. Herd books 
now published do not cover some of the 
young bulls. There were other bulls, but 
relatively few, which traced to minor fam- 
ilies. It would be interesting if we could 
include the herd sire of all breeders, but 
the value of this tree is to give you the 
trunk and the main branches. Look up the 
dam of your bull and place her on the tree. 
We have used sires of prize winners because 
it is a measuring stick of the production 
ability of two animals. Personally I have 
taken random samples of the breed and 
have found they are very closely correlated 
with the same results you get when you se- 
lect a large group of prize winners. This 
would not have been true twenty years ago 
but it is today. There have been a number 
of families eliminated; others have grown; 
some have become stronger, some weaker. 
Some limbs of the trees have grown denser; 
others have dwindled. There will be some 
who say, “Well, if others had had the 
chance, the story would be different.” That 
doesn’t matter. There are a lot of things

The Tops Are in Virginia 


It’s the Superior Kind of Herd Bulls that have been purchased by 
Virginia Breeders and that are in Service in their herds that has 
been responsible for the rapid growth of the herds and will be the 
big reason for the decidedly good offering of Sale Cattle that 
will sell on Tuesday, October Thirteenth, at Warrenton, Virginia.

Since this particular issue of the Journal 
has been announced as the Herd Bull Num- 
ber, it should not be amiss to bring to the 
minds of readers the bulls that have been 
and are in service in many outstanding Vir- 
ginia herds. We naturally will omit some, 
especially, those about which we know very 
little. These omissions need not in any way 
reflect to the discredit of the bulls not men- 
tioned. For the mention of some bulls is 
meant to try to picture just what good bulls 
can and will do for any particular section of 
the country in the stimulation and growth 
as well as improvement of the breed. The 
bulls we do comment about are bulls, that 
we have seen either recently, or that, when 
we last did see them, were sufficiently good 
to cause us to remember them. 

Virginia breeders have purchased good 
cows, many of them, but their purchases of 
bulls have been far more significant in the 
development of the breed in the state. We 
have heard J. Garrett Tolan of Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, perhaps as well known a 
name in present day Aberdeen-Angus cir- 
cles as any, make the statement (and more 
than once), “that a new breeder starting a 
herd, might well pay as much for his herd 
bull as he must pay for his foundation 
group of cows.” In other words, if a new 
breeder expected to buy twenty cows or 
heifers and they would cost him three or 
four hundred each, that same breeder could 
well afford to pay (providing, of course that 
he secured the right kind of a bull) six or 
eight thousand dollars for his herd sire. To 
many new breeders this seems irrational. It 
however, is most rational. Naturally, one 
ean go out and pay six or eight or more 
thousands for a bull and not get an out- 
standing bull. In fact, there are not too 
many six and eight thousand dollar bulls 
around, and even less for sale. However, 
the point is that a good bull can not be 
valued in dollars and cents. 

It would be extremely difficult to trace 
all the winnings of many of the great bulls 
that have been or are in service in Virginia. 
However, the show yard is quite often the

yardstick by which we measure values, and 
even more often the great show bull goes 
out and sires either sons that win or sons 
that sire great winners, thus carrying on 
the qualities that made him a winner. The 
show yard too is the means of establishing 
the type and conformation and according 
to the type that wins, so breeders select 
foundation stock and bulls to produce the 
right type cattle. 

Virginia breeders haven’t reached their 
goal. They still have much to do and al- 
ways will if they are to continue breeding 
sufficiently good cattle to attract buyers 
from all over the land. But we think they 
have, or at least a good many have made 
better than average selections for founda- 
tion herds and have headed these herds 
with bulls that are nationally recognized as 
being far better than average herd bulls. 


To show what good bulls have done in the 
state we must go back a few years. On 
our initial trips into the state of Virginia 
we saw many herds with inferior herd bulls. 
Not so today. One of the first bulls we re- 
call seeing in the state and with whom we 
were much taken was Ames Plantation 
Black Marvel, a bull with a great show rec- 
ord, a bull with a beautiful head and a great 
body, exceptionally short legged and per- 
haps ag nice a bull in his flanks as we have 
ever seen. Ames Plantation Black Marvel 
was in service at Mr. William Bell Watkins’ 
Annefield farm near Berryville. Had Mr. 
Watkins secured a capable herdsman in 
1937, there would likely have been many 
show calves developed and we are inclined 
to think many would have been show ring 
winners. Yet, as far as Mr. Watkins’ inter- 
ests are or were concerned, he has daugh- 
ters of the bull in his herd, and that’s the 
reason he bought the bull. We have since 
walked the pastures at Annefield and have 
seen more than one good cow and several 
good calves. 

Another bull, that particularly impressed 
us was Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d, who, when 
shown at the 1936 International, won a first 
prize ribbon as well as the admiration of a 
Virginia breeder, who bought him, the late 
Colonel James B. Dillard. The accomplish- 
ments of this bull at Winton Farm were 
many, and his calves were always good, in 
fact, so good that at the 1941 International, 
when a group of them was properly fitted, 
they won the highly coveted “Get of Sire” 
blue ribbon. Moreover, a grandson, Win- 
tonier 4th, was made the junior and grand 
champion bull at the 1941 International. 
More than one breeder in the land, and some 
in the middle west requested prices on a 
dozen head of daughters of Enfileen’s Ban- 
dolier 2d. The old bull, Enfileen’s Bando- 
lier 2d, is now at LeBaron and we think he 
will carry on there, getting the same high 
quality of calves that he did at Winton 
Farm. 

Early in 1937, Broadview, then owned by 
Mr. Alexander B. Hagner, purchased Ep- 
ponian 8th of Rosemere, the 1936 Interna- 
tional grand champion bull. This proved to 
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be a real spark toward settin '

today to note the worth of the Eppo 
bull, for there are several daughters Pes 
bull in the herd, and two very good the 
being used, as well as many sons hee 
been sold to head good breeding herds in the 
east.

Less heralded for show ring accomplish 
ments, yet a great sire, and recognized not 
so much as an individual but as a sire was 
the Creswell Farm bull, General 2d of Page 
a full brother to General of Page, first prize 
bull at the 1936 International, and now own 
ed by Red Gate Farm, Millwood, Virgini 
More about him later. But, about General 
2d of Page, we can quite truthfully state 
that each year, when his calves were fitted 
for show by Colin Campbell, present High- 
lands herdsman, they were at the top. It 
was Creswell Pride General, a son of Gener- 
al 2d of Page that caused J. S. Caldwell and 
Son of Chillicothe, Ohio to come to a Vir. 
ginia sale, and their bid of $1,400.00, the 
highest price paid for an animal at an East- 
ern sale at that date, purchased the bull for 
them. In truth then, it may be stated that 
an outstanding breeding bull attracted cus- 
tomers from the west to the east. Just 
how many times General 2d of Page return- 
ed a profit over his purchase price to his 
owner, Mr. Fred Walton, we cannot know. 
We know that the influence of this bull was 
for better cattle in Virginia. 

In 1938, Bandolier of Anoka 6th, the 1937 
International grand champion bull, was pur- 
chased by Mr. Lewis L. Strauss of Brandy 
Rock Farm. Unfortunately, the bull met 
with an accident and not too many of his 
calves have been developed. One, however, 
Bandolier 6th of Brandy Rock was made 
junior champion at the 1941 Virginia State 
Fair, and was purchased early this summer 
by Highlands. There should be more calves 
like this bull by the Bandolier 6th bull, for 
he had the breeding and the individuality to 
make him one of the great bulls of the 
breed, and we mean a great sire. Despite 
the lack of getting too many calves by him 
so far, Bandolier of Anoka 6th’s presence 
in Virginia has served to improve Virginia 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle and the interest in 
the breed in the state. According to infor- 
mation that we have, there are quite a few 
cows at Brandy Rock that will drop calves 
to the service of the old bull, and we hope 
that his breeding life may be continued for 
eg years. In our opinion he was a great 

ull. 


Ravenswood (then Canterbury Farm) 
caused some bit of furor in the state, when 
at the 1939 International they purchased 
Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric. Just how 
much he has done for Ravenswood is im- 
possible to estimate. We know that one 
son, Ravenswood Pride Eric sold for more 
than twice the $4,500.00 that Colonel A. E. 
Peirce had to pay Ames Plantation for 
Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric. Worthwhile? 
Decidedly so, and of worth to the breed in 
the state of Virginia. We venture to state 
that had Colonel A. E. Peirce not purchased 
Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric in 1939, that 
his 1942 sale average would have fallen far 
below the five hundred mark, which it, ap- 
proached. Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric is 
still a great individual, and is doing a grand 
job as a sire at Ravenswood. There will be

We can state that he is a far 
better bull today than at any time we have 
seen him. He has depth, thickness and a 
certain breediness about him that causes 
you to take more than a passing glance at 
him. We stated to Dave Sutherland, Le- 
Baron herdsman, that Robert the Bruce of 
Wickwire might prove to be his best breed- 
ing bull. At least, he sired the first Vir- 
ginia bred International grand champion 
bull, which in itself gives him national rec. 
ognition. 

It was in the summer of 1940 that High- 
lands at Round Hill, Virginia, made their 
purchase of a great bull. We refer to Gen- 
eral Blackeap of Lonjac by General 6th of 
Page. We recall the first time we stopped 
at Highlands after Mr. Fox had purchased 
this bull. For we saw what we consider to 
be a real breeding bull. Few bulls that we 
have seen in Virginia or elsewhere carry 
more flash, more style, move better or have 
the kind of head this bull has. In fact, Gen- 
eral Blackcap of Lonjac has about as good 
a head as we have seen on a bull, a head 
that needs no improving. His calves at 
Highlands are exhibiting his quality and 
style and carry his impressive head. We 
predict that there will be more than one 
breeder watching a son of his in the War- 
renton Sale on October 13th, for this calf 
has much about him like his sire.

more improving quality to the herd and to 
the breed in the state. 

Another herd that we haven’t as yet heard 
too much about is Hollyfield. Mr. John L. 
Clark has ambitions to breed and develop 
an outstanding herd of cattle. One of the 
best. bulls he has as yet purchased is Quban 
of Awoi, first prize bull at the 1941 Inter- 
national, and an exceptionally deep bodied 
short legged bull with the other qualifica- 
tions necessary to make him a winning show 
bull throughout the 1941 season. He is by 
Barbara’s Rabban 2d by Rabban, he by Rev- 
olution 100th. We have an idea that this 
bull may prove to be a real breeding bull 
and that Hollyfield will be exhibiting his 
calves successfully in a year or two. 

There have been other bull purchases in 
the state that have added credit to Virginia 
Aberdeen-Angus. We always liked Evaxus 
8th of Page, a son of Imported Evaxus of 
Ballindalloch. Evaxus 8th of Page was in 
the herd, and perhaps still is, of Mr. Charles 
T. Neale at Gordonsville. This bull had 
thickness, smoothness and lowsetness. Few 
if any of his calves were ever developed for 
show, and what they might have done is 
hard to guess. 

Fenton Farm, owned by Major George 
W. Cutting purchased the top bull in the 
1940 International sale, when he secured 
Revolution of Page 53d, a bull with many 
excellent qualities. Exceptionally good 
bodied, short legged, thick and smooth, his 
calves should be good for he has back of 
him the great strains of the breed develop- 
ed at Hartley Stock Farm. 

Then, too, bulls bred in the state, deve- 
loped there have been purchased and are 
doing splendid jobs in the breeding pens 
on the farms of their purchasers.

Considering the number of herds in Mich- 
igan, we believe the comparative quality 
of the bulls in service is quite high. Perhaps, 
more than in any one other section of the 
country, one herd bull has had a great influ- 
ence on the herds in the state. This herd 
bull is Bandolier of Anoka. For many years, 
Wildwood showed winning cattle and still 
are doing so. A large number of 
these cattle have been sired by 
Bandolier of Anoka, whose pedi- 
gree appears on this page. An- 
other reason for so many Bandolier 
of Anoka sons being in service 
throughout the state is that for 
some years, Wildwood had very lit- 
tle competition in Michigan, and 
maintained a good sized herd of fe- 
males. But, the big reason would 
be quite generally recognized as 
being because Bandolier of Anoka’s 
sons turned out to be good breed- 
ing bulls, and worked toward a 
general improvement of the breed 
in Michigan.

Black Bardolier has already earned a real 
profit for Hendren Brothers and will likely 
earn considerably more as long as he con- 
tinues to sire the same type of calves.

Mr. John S. Hitch, Louisville, Tennessee, Pioneer Breeder writes 
Interesting Letter, telling of his Start in the Business, his Foun- 
dation Cows, their Growth, the Profit Returned, the Ups and 
Downs as Experienced by him During the Past Thirty Years 
of Breeding Aberdeen-Angus Cattle and the very Great Satis- 
faction that he has enjoyed through his Affiliation with the Breed. 


By GAY QUAMMEN. 


Every now and then, a letter, that more 
or less causes us to stop and think a bit, 
comes to our desk for attention. One such 
is that written by Mr. John S, Hitch, owner 
of Blue Grass Hills Stock Farm, Louisville, 
Tennessee. 

We have met Mr. Hitch, recognized, that 
he has been a breeder of Aberdeen-Angus 
for many years, and that he should know 
very well that about which he writes. We 
think he does know that about which he 
writes and consider it material enough for 
a few side comments such as we shall at- 
tempt to make. 

We shall try to bring out the more im- 
portant facts of Mr. Hitch’s letter, and 
from the first paragraph we quote “The 
name of our farm is Blue Grass Hills Stock 
Farm. Our main business is raising Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle.” The latter statement, 
alone, means something to us, for it im- 
mediately suggests that here is a breeder 
dependent upon the calves that he breeds 
and sells for his as well as that of his fam- 
ily’s living. Mr. Hitch continues that he 
bought his first Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 


1911, a cow, whose name is neither import- 
ant, except for the fact that he secured her 
as the start of his herd, thirty-one years 
ago. It is of interest to note that she was 
purchased in North Carolina, from a breed- 
er who had gone to Warrenton, Virginia 
and bought the cow from a Mr, A. D. Parr. 
A year later, Mr. Hitch went to Virginia 
and again bought a few registered cows. 
These came from the herd of J. P. Thomp- 
son of Walnut Hills Farm, Orange, Vir- 
ginia. Mr. Hitch purchased two cows and 
a registered bull. The bull was Walnut 
Hills Jack 143529, a son of Gay Noble 94802 
and out of Montebello Countess 77747, and, 
readers, those are registration numbers 
that were admitted more than thirty years 
ago. (Mr. Hitch didn’t bother to look up 
the registration numbers, but we did.) An- 
other statement that Mr. Hitch makes is 
that to his knowledge this was the first 
time that any registered Aberdeen-Angus 
had been in Blount County, Tennessee, and 
possibly in East Tennessee. That. is inter- 
est in itself, but the one statement that 
comes a bit closer home to us is that which 


follows: “It might be interestj 

that about the same time, the ‘loot know

Going on, Mr. Hitch states, that h 
ed a sale in 1914, the first of a peed. 
sales, selling seventy head of grade cows 
and heifers, of which, he comments that an 
interesting story about the sale, might be 
written. However, he doesn’t mention the 
outcome or the interesting features of that 
first sale. Mr, Hitch goes on to state, and 
again we quote “These sales continued unti] 
19387, when we held our 33rd sale. Yoy 
know what all transpired from 1914 to 
1937. Our sales mounted up, up, up to 
around $500.00 per head and down, down 
down to almost nothing more than beef 
prices. During the ups, we bought land, 
built farms and a fine house and bought 
everything in proportion. During the 
downs, we lost, lost, lost, almost everything 
but our friends, our nerve, and our faith, 
enough to keep living on the tails of a few 
good Angus cows, which pulled us through 
and safely out of debt, and we have to our 
credit, a small herd of the best cows we 
ever owned, the best farm, at least one of 
the best, and we hope to make it the best.”

The premium money is 
very good, with $3,250.00 being allotted to 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding classes, plus a 
good sum for Maryland groups and steer 
classes. 

Mr. Dale Fletcher, Bethel Farm’s man- 
ager will judge the cattle. Mr. Fletcher 
has judged cattle before, and knows his 
way about the show ring. One of the nicest 
jobs of judging we witnessed last year was

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done by him when he selected the winners 
at the Ohio State Fair. We feel certain 
that he will select the right type and stay 
with it throughout the entire show. 

It is encouraging to note that the fair 
will be held. For, from what we can learn 
in reading the Scotch papers, fairs, sales 
and shows are still being held there. There 
should be no slacking up in the effort to 
keep improving beef cattle, and only 
through fairs and such exhibitions can the 
public be taught the value of good breeding 
stock over inferior stock, and the fact that 
good breeding stock is responsible for the 
kind of beef that this country needs and 
needs to keep producing.

Fall Sale at Frederick 

Monday, October 12th, is the date set for 
the annual fall sale staged by the Mary- 
land Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. This event will again be managed 
by Mr. W. Alan McGregor, who has man- 
aged the many successful sales staged at 
Frederick. 

Sixty head will be offered in this sale, 
with six bulls and the rest females. Inter- 
esting to us is the fact that there will be 
eighteen herds consigning cattle to the sale. 
We doubt very much if any former Mary- 
land sale has had consigned to it cattle 
from as many Maryland herds. Word from 
Mr. ‘McGregor indicates that Mr. Duane 
Clark, American Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association field man worked with a 
member of the selection committee and 
after seeing the different consignments 
stated that he thought the cattle a “top 
lot” and equal to if not better than any- 
thing sold in previous sales. We saw a very 
few of the cattle and believe they will prove 
a creditable sale offering. Average con- 
dition may be somewhat below Maryland’s 
spring standard, but the type and confor- 
mation, the style and quality and the breed- 
ing will be sufficient reason for prospective 
buyers to attend the auction. Lack of high 
fitting in the auction will tend to work 
toward the buyer’s advantage, and we feel 
that more bargains may arise than usual 
because of the lack of proper fitting. We 
could perhaps mention some of the cattle 
that will sell. Rather we shall hold the 
information for the September issue at 
which time full details will appear con- 
cerning the sale.

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Maryland Bulls—The Need for Constant Improvement 


Most breeders, whether they be well 
established or just founding their herds, 
recognize the necessity of a good herd bull. 
It is generally agreed that herd sires can 
build a herd or wreck it, that they can serve 
to be stimulants for expansion or the re- 
verse, that they either promote the breed or 
work against promotion of the breed. In 
other words the kind of calves a bull gets, 
either improves your herd and the breed or 
does the exact opposite. There is no mid-

way position, either you go forward or back- 
ward. With such a general recognition of 
the worth of a bull and the knowledge that 
the proper selection and use of a bull will 
either improve or wreck a herd, we wonder 
why breeders, many of them, continue to 
use bulls whose calves have never been right 
in type. Too often breeders forget about 
this year’s calf crop and last year’s calf crop 
and hope that the bull will do better next 
year. Despite the fact, that the calves by 
certain bulls are not as salable as others, 
each year many breeders continue to use the 
same bull on the same cows and keep pro- 
ducing the same kind of calves, that never 
seem to quite develop out and for whom the 
breeder must and does constantly make ex- 
cuses such as they should have had a little 
more feed, or the grass was poor or some 
other lame alibi that fools no one. Assum- 
ing that some new breeder does happen 
along and purchases a few off type calves, 
perhaps at a good price, does it serve to im- 
prove the breed, or does it earn a profit for 
the breeder? It actually works against the 
breed and against the breeder’s success. For 
the calves have not the type, and nine times 
out of ten, the breeding, either, to make 
them good producers. If they prove to be 
not good producers they are producers of 
inferior cattle, and their owner is forced to 
either sell them or go on producing the same 
inferior kind. A statement frequently heard 
in an auction ring is that a poor bull is the 
most expensive, and it is most true, for the 
poor bull sires poor calves that sell even in 
good times at low prices. No breeder can 
be too careful about the bulls he uses, and 
no matter how well a bull may be bred, he 
may not prove to sire the right kind of 
calves. Analyze your herd bull, and in your 
analysis check on his individuality, his sire’s 
individuality, his dam’s individuality, check 
into his pedigree, discover whether or not 
he comes from a strain of cattle that have 
been good producers, and then study his 
calves, first as young calves, then as year- 
lings and finally as matured animals. If 
they fail to measure up to the standards of 
quality with which you must compete, 
chances are that you need to find another 
herd bull. Further, merely equalling com- 
petitor’s cattle is not enough, and the aim 
should be to breed better cattle than others,

Time and space do not permit, n 
knowledge of all the bulls be Pe 
complete enough to discuss the herd bulls 
in service in Maryland breeders’ herds, We 
doubt if any one man or any two or more 
men could list, much less criticize the herd 
bulls that are in service in the state. We 
have no intention of doing so. Our mention 
of, or lack of mention of any one or more 
bulls, as we comment on the value of using 
good bulls, should not be construed to mean 
that any one bull is better or worse than 
someone elses bull. Nor is our intent to 
fail to mention some outstanding breed. 
ing bull, rather to give an idea or two of 
what some of the good bulls, bulls that we 
know a little about are doing to keep Mary. 
land herds increasing in numbers, to keep 
increasing the numbers of herds in Mary- 
land and to keep showing a general improve- 
ment in Maryland Aberdeen-Angus. 


In mentioning different herd bulls in ser- 
vice, we should like to state first, that usu- 
ally, with perhaps as many exceptions as 
are necessary to prove the rule, good indi- 
vidual bulls are well bred bulls, and that 
well bred bulls are usually good individuals, 
and further that the well bred good indi- 
vidual bull usually sires good calves. ‘One 
of the better bulls used in the state of Mary- 
land can be used as an example of the above 
statements. We refer to Revolution Black- 
cap, a son of the 1927 International grand 
champion bull, Revolution 7th, he by Black- 
cap Revolution, the 1923 International grand 
champion bull. On the dam’s side of the 
pedigree we find Blackcap Bess Glencar- 
nock a great producer, she by Blackcap 
Revolution. In other words Revolution 
Blackcap was a double bred grandson of

We rather think we could name 
a few herds in Maryland, as well as in any 
other state in which we are acquainted, 
where the good cows are being bred to bulls 
that are not good enough, bulls whose rec- 
ord as sires is such that little if any use 
should be given him. Why does such a 
condition exist in a state where Aberdeen- 
Angus are as well regarded as in many of 
the Maryland herds? The answer is not 
difficult, in fact it is rather simple, and it 
is a jumbled idea of what breeders were 
sold for a herd bull, a lot of story, and much 
in line with the following: A breeder, new 
in the business, yet smart enough to know 
the difference between good and bad, had 
written an inquiry about a certain bull. The 
owner of the bull had replied in glowing 
terms of the type, conformation, style and 
quality of this great prospect, had comment- 
ed to the effect that the bull in question 
was everything almost that a perfect bull 
would be. The new breeder bought the bull, 


mailing the check and in due time received 
a letter and the bull, both arriving at the 
same date. The letter extolled further the 
many great virtues of the bull, and after 
inspecting the bull in the crate, the buyer 
was a bit confused. Yet, he was still a man 
of wit and forwarded the following tele- 
gram—“If you had placed the bull in the 
envelope and the letter in the crate there 
would have been more bull in the crate.” 


Let’s look over our herd bulls. Let’s 
study their breeding. If possible let’s have 
a look at their sires and dams, their grand- 
sires and grandams. Let’s be more and more 
concerned with the calves. After all, the 
calves either pay the bill or fail to pay the 
bill, they either show profit or show loss. 
Let’s remember, too, that well bred cows of 
good type cannot be expected to produce 
modern type and good quality if bred to an 
inferiorly bred, inferiorly typed bull.

That’s 
a rather large number of cows, and the task 
of finding suitable herd bulls is not easy, 
We doubt if every Maryland herd could be

Great Meadows Aberdeen-Angus Association hosts 

to the Breeders of Kentucky on August First at the 

farm of Bayless and Bottorff located some twenty 

miles up the Ohio River from Louisville, Kentucky. 
By GAY QUAMMEN. 


Some months ago, a group of breeders, 
living in and near Louisville, met and 
organized what they call The Great 
Meadows Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 
sociation. Like most similar organizations, 
breed promotion, sales promotion and the 
advance of the interests of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders’ business was the aim. 

When the state association had a meet- 
ing several months ago to consider the an- 
nual picnic and field day it was expressed 
by Mr. Albert Bottorff of Goshen, that it 
was very likely that this new association 
would like to invite Kentucky breeders to 
their selection for the 1942 event. This they 
decided to do and from the report which 
we have and for which we are indebted to 
Mr. R. C. B. Morton, we learn that a large 
crowd attended and that the day was one 
that should prove of real value to the af- 
fairs of Kentucky’s Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers. 

Despite the fact that a long rainy season 
had delayed the harvest of small grain and 
grass seed and the tire situation, more than 
two hundred enthusiastic breeders and 
friends arrived early in the day. Like most 
field days, the morning is taken up with a 
general tramping of pastures, seeing the 
herd bulls on the farm and the calves, and 
more or less awaiting the Barbecued Aber- 
deen-Angus Beef, which always features 
the noon luncheon. We learned that many 
returned for second helpings and that the 
meat was, in itself, a real boost for the 
breed. Mr. Morton states that the food 


committee should certainly be given a hand 
for their excellent work. 

After the luncheon, the crowd gathered 
to listen to a few short talks. Mr. J. Har- 
vey Allen, Allenhurst Farm, Lexington and 
president of Kentucky state association act- 
ed as chairman and welcomed the crowd. 
Among those called upon to speak were 
Professor E. S. Goode, old friend of Ken- 
tucky beef breeders and former head of the 
Animal Husbandry Department of the 
University of Kentucky; Professor W. E. 
Garrigus, present head of the same depart- 
ment; Mr. A. M. Smith of the Bourbon 
Stock Yards in Louisville; Mr. Julius G. 
Clark, of Clarkland Farms, Lexington and 
a member of the Board of Directors of the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation; and Mr. William M. “Bill” Bar- 
ton, field representative of the national as- 
sociation, 

Mr. Morton writes further that each 
speaker had some constructive thought to 
offer and that both Professor Goode and 
“Bill” Barton were much interested in the 
matter of keeping better records of beef 
cattle herds, stressing the facts that in- 
dividual records for each breeding cow 
should be carefully kept so that the less 
valuable animals may be eliminated and to 
try at all times to improve their own herds 
and the breed as a whole. The more suc- 
cessful breeder constantly checks his herd 
and constantly culls out the less desirable 
animals, that is the cows that never seem 
to produce the calves that develop and sell 


to advantage. We doubt if

saying, and such a demonstration does edu- 
cate even better than any live stock show 
can, for the judge of a class of livestock 
seldom dares and if he dares does not come 
out and tell the public the undesirable 
features of an animal or point out his fail- 
ings. We have heard Bill criticize an ani. 
mal, showing where the animal could be 
improved, and actually giving information 
to many new breeders that they didn’t 
know. Mr. Morton comments concerning 
this type study, that “It is regrettable that 
more farmers and stockmen could not have 
been present to take advantage of this part 
of the day’s activity, adding that demon- 
strations such as Mr. Barton gave were 
both practical and beneficial.” Too often, 
most of us find that for which we are look- 
ing and if we don’t want to find. fault with 
our own cattle, we just don’t bother to look 
for fault and then continue to breed the 
fault until it becomes one of the stronger 
characteristics in our herd. We all know 
that it is far easier to intensify into a herd 
the faults it may have than to bring in and 
retain the good qualities that we want and 
that are desirable. If a type demonstration 
can serve to bring breeders to the point 
that they will return to their own farm and

Care of Small Calves Important i 


The man that is breeding cattle of qual- 
ity must raise as close to a hundred percent 
calf crop as possible or else suffer a tre- 
mendous loss. The loss of one good calf 
may mean the loss of a thousand dollars. 
The man that is raising ordinary purebred 
cattle or commercial cattle can easily stand 
to lose from fifty to a hundred dollars for 
each loss encountered. So it should be 
readily seen that time, money, and effort 
can profitably be spent on raising and 
developing a full calf crop. 

It is becoming a common practice to 
have the cow herd examined for pregnancy 
about ten weeks after service. By so doing, 
we will not encounter a year’s loss from the 
cow not calving. If the veterinarian finds 
the cow is not pregnant, he will also find 
why she is not conceiving and the chance 
is he will be able to correct the trouble 
and make the cow a producer. 


It is well to let all the bred cows run 
together until shortly before calving, but 
they should have some special attention in 
the matter of feed given them. A good 
quality legume hay should be fed with the 
other roughage so as to build the cow up, 
a strong calf will likely be the result plus 
a liberal milk flow to bring the calf along. 

When the cow is springing heavily, she 
should be by herself at night and have the 
run of a lot during the day. Exercise and 
sunshine are necessary for best results. 


It is well to be with the cow when calving 
as a little help from the man may be the 
difference between a live and dead calf. 
Many calves are lost that are normal only 
they never get their first breath when, if 
only a man had been there to jerk a leg a

We believe that the cow showlh toe 
away from the calf more than six hours f : 
the first six weeks of its life. A calf se 
mally will nurse several times each day bat 
not much at a time, whereas if the cow is 
away from the calf over night the little 
fellow will naturally be very hungry and 
take more milk than its delicate digestive 
organs can digest, leaving undigested food 
in the stomach that curdles and causes a 
fever and a severe case of diarrhea to fol. 
low. The calf refuses to nurse and weak. 
ens rapidly, 


If you have diarrhea among your ¢ 
they should be taken away p 2 
given four to six ounces of castor oil to 
soothe the tender lining of the stomach and 
then raw eggs should be fed at the rate of 
two eggs every eight hours. When the calf 
shows improvement, let him have a limited 
amount of milk. 


Perhaps the cow might be getting a too 
strong protein ration. That is also a detri- 
ment to the well being of a small calf, 

When a few days old, the calf should be 
vaccinated to prevent pneumonia. 

In starting the calf on feed, he should at 
first be given equal parts of whole corn and 
whole oats by measure, plus a small amount 
of bran. The bran sticks to the calf’s nose 
and he licks his nose and gets the taste of 
feed. The bran should be left out of the 
ration as soon as possible as it has a laxa- 
tive element to it. A small calf should 
never be fed legume hay. Prairie or tim- 
othy is much better. Do not overlook hav- 
ing water before the calf and let him have 
exercise and sunshine. For best results in 
feeding, the feed must be before the calves 
all the time. 

The whole grain can be fed until the 
calves are six to eight months old, when 
ground grain should be used.

king their own herd sires, their

tion, well worth while. Or, if a new breed- 
er is present, and lacking the knowledge of 
the right or wrong type, he learns the 
right from the wrong, he will much sooner 
be breeding the right kind of cattle and do- 
ing his part to promote and improve the 
preed, that, too, then becomes reason 
enough for type discussions and demon- 
strations. The Journal knows of no one 
better able or who, being as able, does a 
better job of bringing out to a crowd the 
good and bad points of a bull or the good 
or bad features of a heifer, than does Mr. 
Barton. Many of us can criticize an ani- 
mal, but do we, even when a breeder asks 
that we do. Too often, we slide over the 
animal’s bad features and mention that he 
does have a good hide or a nice disposition 
and let the new breeder stay in the dark. 
It might be better for all of us to give a 
more studied criticism, and show where the 
bull might be improved, where he is all 
wrong, and although, there will be occa- 
sional breeders, who will “hate our guts”, 
they will know that we told the truth and 
didn’t let them go home or on breeding in- 
ferior cattle, in order net to hurt their 
feelings. : 

The rest of the day was spent in some 
judging contests, and we venture that all 
those present enjoyed the job, and were 
better judges because of the type study 
they had been able to see before the judging 
contests. 

The Journal knows that all those present 
enjoyed the day, and regrets that it was 
unable to be represented.

Publicity, its Value to Breeders Everywhere, how it Serves to 
Stimulate Business, the General Lack of Proper Attention to this 
Rather important Factor in the Successful Breeding of Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle, and a Suggestion or Two that Might Prove to be a 
Means of Securing More Interest and a Better Demand for Cattle. 


By GAY QUAMMEN. 


At the outset let it be clearly understood 
that publicity does not necessarily mean 
paid advertising, and further that the intent 
of the following comments is not to sell 
advertising. The selling of space will come 
as breeders recognize the value of publicity, 
for they will voluntarily seek to buy ad- 
vertising space. Publicity as we shall men- 
tion it, now, is merely taking advantage of 
getting items about your herd, your sales, 
your herd bull, your business, into your 
local paper or as concerns us, into the 
Journal. 

First, does good publicity pay? There 
used to be a statement to the effect, that 
all one had to do, was build a better mouse 
trap and buyers would beat a path to your 
door. We have heard the statement. It 
may have been true. It no longer is. The 
modern version is that you must build a 
better mousetrap and then publicize it so 
that customers will come to see it. We 
know of publicity bureaus, whose sole busi- 
ness it is (and the businesses are not small) 
to secure mention of some customer’s pro- 
duct, via the news columns in newspapers 
and magazines. Why do such organizations 


exist? Simply to serve the demands that 
smart business operators make. For mod- 
ern business methods demand adequate 


publicity. We read of publicity agents for 
stage and screen stars, whose job it is to 
keep the names of these people before the 
public. The American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association through its board of 
directors recognized the worth of publicity 
to the extent that they secured the services 
of a man whose job it is to get as much 
Aberdeen-Angus news, publicity, propa- 
ganda if you like concerning Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle into as many newspapers and 
magazines as he can. Why? The answer 
is, of course, to stimulate the interest in 
the breed to maintain and increase the de- 
mand for Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock, 
all of which tends to serve every breeder 
in improving his demand for cattle and in- 
creasing his ultimate profits in his cattle 
breeding operations. The breeder of the 
finest cattle minus publicity will likely re- 
main unknown, or at least until some smart 
breeder happens into his farm, sees his 
herd, buys some of them, perhaps shows 
some of them successfully and secures that 
publicity for him. Good publicity for a 
herd of cattle is as necessary in the suc- 
cessful operation of a herd of breeding 
cattle as good seed stock is necessary to 
produce good cattle. 

Unquestionably, live stock breeders are 
not publicity minded. Occasionally, we 


find one that desires good publicity and 
goes after getting it. That breeder is 
usually a successful breeder. Sales of 


breeding stock is news, and news is good 
publicity for you as the breeder and the 
seller. There’s another old saying that 
everyone likes a winner. So too, can it be 
stated that people like to buy stock from 
the breeder who is busy breeding and sell- 
ing cattle. In fact the man who keeps sell- 


ing usually has to go out and purchase 
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cattle to satisfy the demand that he has for 
sale cattle. We could mention many well 
known breeders who, despite quite good 
sized herds, still buy for resale several car- 
loads of cattle each year. One reason they 
do is that they either must satisfy the de- 
mand they have created or the buyers will 
go elsewhere, and another reason is that 
they keep getting publicity on their sales 
and purchases. In fact, that demand has 
been built up through securing proper pub- 
licity for them and their herds. For ex- 
ample: A new man, not yet a breeder, visits 
your herd, sees your cattle and buys a few 
head. You sell him the cattle, bank his 
check and forget about him and forget 
about the cattle you sold him. You have 
made the sale, but you have lost more than 
the sale can possibly have netted you in 
the way of profit. Another new man, not 
yet a breeder, visits a publicity minded 
breeder, sees the herd and buys a few cat- 
tle. Like the first breeder he gets’ the 
check, and banks it, that’s business, but he 
goes further. He writes a few lines about 
the new breeder, mentions his farm, his 
buildings perhaps, possibly has a picture of 
the bull, that he sold or a picture of the 
heifers, and jots down a few facts as to the 
names of the animals, the bulls by whom 
the cattle were sired, all pertinent informa- 
tion and forwards that information to the 
Journal. We print the item, and the new 
man gets some publicity as well as the 
breeder who sold the cattle. The reaction 
to the reader is that this second breeder 
must have a good herd, for he is always 
selling cattle. Others perhaps visit this 
herd just because they have seen mention 
of it many times, either about some pur- 
chase or some sale. But how about the new 
buyer, the enthusiast that has just started 
to build a herd. He too sees mention of his 
purchase and is delighted. And don’t ever 
let anyone kid you that people don’t like to 
get their names in the paper. They do. 
This new man shows the comment, brief as 
it may happen to be, to his friends, and 
chances are very good that if any of them 
are interested in cattle, they too, will soon 
be at the publicity minded breeder’s farm, 
visiting with him, seeing his cattle and 
buying some. It’s not a vicious circle, it’s a 
result of good business through proper 
publicity. 

Since this appears in what is known as 
the Indiana section, we can rightly assume 
that many sales of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were made in the state during July. Un- 
doubtedly, some of these were made to new 
breeders, others to well known established 
breeders. Yet, we have but one Indiana 
breeder’s communication to the effect that 
he has made a sale. This breeder is not an 
advertiser, yet his bit of news will appear 
on these pages.

The fact that many local and state fairs 
have been cancelled should not mean that 
breeders should cease their business of pro- 
ducing good cattle.

Perhaps there wil] 
be a summer picnic as in recent years, If 
so, we should like to suggest that there be 
some discussion as to how to get this infor- 
mation about sales, purchases, or other ac- 
tivities to your breed paper. Perhaps, some 
breeders may think that state sections do 
not promote the interest of the breeders,

-We rather think they do, for when many 


herds are advertising, when different 
stories appear about the sales of cattle, 
from more than one herd, the tendency of 
prospective buyers is to go where cattle 
are. In other words, most of us, prefer to 
try to see as many cattle in a nearby radius 
as we can, selecting some here, some there, 
and gathering them together at one point 
for shipment. Have you ever noticed how 
shoe stores, or men’s stores, or department 
stores seem to be located as near one an- 
other as possible. The reason is to attract 
customers, for with more than one mer- 
chant selling the same type goods, the 
chances of attracting the customers is 
much greater. That’s what your state sec- 
tion in the Journal should do. By lining up 
together, building up a state prestige, each 
breeder helps the other breeders and they 
in turn help him in attracting buyers for 
his cattle. 

One of the few really publicity minded 
and publicity getters that we have known 
was Mr. Joe D. Hooten, manager of Hanna 
Stock Farm at Bordulac, North Dakota. 
When Mr. Hooten was at Lonjac, even 
though they didn’t show many cattle or win 
very many major awards at major shows, he 
still sought and secured a lot of good pub- 
licity for the farm and for the herd of cat- 
tle. More than one person has spoken to me 
about the publicity that Lonjac secured. 
Lonjac was not one of our bigger adver- 
tisers, yet because Mr. Hooten would take 
the trouble to forward the items to the 
Journal, occasionally sending in a new 
picture or so, he built a reputation for the 
herd that made the kind of a dispersion 
sale that was staged, possible. Without 
that continued publicity about Lonjac, the 
cattle would not have averaged within one 
hundred dollars of what they did average. 

There is little reason for not securing the 
publicity that is needed. There are many 
good herds in Indiana. Some of the better 
ones are practically unknown, solely be- 
cause the breeders do not take the neces- 
sary time to tell their story. Naturally, the 
breeder who gets publicity and follows it 
with regular display advertising does the 
best job toward creating interest in his 
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herd, and it usually results in more sales at 
er prices. 
se inane percent of the breeders in the 
state were regular contributors of Aber- 
deen-Angus activities, it is highly possible 
that there soon would be ten percent more 
preeders in the state, all doing a better job 
of promoting the breed and their own busi- 


ess. 
q A breeder today has competition. He 
must do more than one part of his job 
well. He must not only secure good breed- 
ing stock as foundation material, must not 
only select and buy a bull that sires good 
ealves on his farm, must not only develop 
his young sale stock, but must follow 
through with a good program of publicity, 
seeing too, that he keeps his name and his 
farm name, his sales and his purchases in 
the news. There is a certain amount of 
free publicity attached to purchases of top 
cattle at auction, and it is good publicity. 
Yet, the man, or the breeder, who after 
buying a few top cattle and securing this 
good publicity, fails to follow through and 
continue to keep his herd well publicized 
loses the value of that which he has already 


had. 

Let’s all try to put Indiana where it be- 
longs in the Aberdeen-Angus _ business. 
There are many good cattle in the many 
herds in the state. There can be more and 
will be more, and that will occur as a na- 
tural result of building a higher rating in 
the public eye, a rating that comes from 
publicity about the herds in the state. Let’s 
write a note, giving some detailed informa- 
tion as to what happens or has happened in 
Indiana in Aberdeen-Angus circles the past 
month or two, and look for your Indiana 
section in the September Journal. It will 
prove much more interesting if it contains 
some local news, and will prove much more 
valuable to all the breeders in the state.

tests there was a group of four steers, an- 
other of four cows and still another of four 
heifers, besides the bull classes, so those 
interested in that feature of the program 
had a nice workout. Following the judg- 
ing program there was to have been a series 
of “speeches”, however a big black cloud 
that started first to leak and then pour cut 
that portion of the program rather short.

Premium lists for the Chicago Market Fat 
Stock and Carlot Competition, to be held 
at the Chicago Stock Yards December 2d to 
5th, are now ready for distribution, an- 
nounces B. H. Heide, live stock agent of 
the Union Stock Yard and Transit Com- 
pany, sponsors of the show. 

The competition will be held in place of 
the annual International Live Stock Ex- 
position, which was cancelled this year by 
action of its Board of Directors as a war 
measure in compliance with the Office of 
Defense Transportation’s announcement 
that it might be difficult to handle show 
animals on circuit in view of the increasing 
traffic of men and materials directly as- 
sociated with the war effort. 

Following this action on the part of the 
International Board, officials of the Union 
Stock Yard and Transit Company, opera- 
tors of the Chicago market, concluded to 
have a showing of market animals only.

As prices for good cat- 
tle advanced the sons and daughters of this 
great bull sold high. So our first venture 
in Aberdeen-Angus cattle proved to be quite 


a financial success. At this time w 

ed and added to our fast growing na pd 
of the greatest females we could find. In 
1917 we purchased the entire McWhorter 
herd. There were more than sixty animals 
in this transaction. 

“In 1918, since our herd was growing very 
rapidly we decided to try our chances with 
holding our first public auction. We beliey. 
ed then as we do today, that the best way 
to find out whether ones cattle are nicely 
bred is to offer some of them to the public 
at their own prices. This first sale was 
highly successful. The females of this of- 
fering averaged over $600.00 per head. 

“The next eighteen months were spent in 
preparing our next public sale offering, this 
sale was held May 20, 1920. Our entire list 
of females in this sale averaged more than 
$925.00 per head. In this year of 1920 we 
sold from our farms over $100,000.00 worth 
of pure bred cattle. This gives evidence of 
the value of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

“Again we purchased some of the most 
outstanding females of the breed. Among 
the cattle added to our herd at this time 
was the grand breeding cow Elba of Glen- 
carnock 316677, the foundation of our Glen- 
carnock Elbas of today. The first daughter 
of this cow was grand champion at many 
state fairs, including Illinois, New York, 
Eastern States Exposition and many others. 
At the time that Elba of Glencarnock was 
placed in this herd we also purchased Eb- 
line 2d of Page 292502, a daughter of Eston 
of Denison 158949; Erica Dell 314908; Els- 
low of Glyn Mawr 208399; Environ of Glyn 
Mawr 2d 208407; Brookside Environ 177035;

WAR LETTER FOR 
AGRICULTURE. 


In a recent “War Letter” from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, entitled 
Farm Equipment and Supplies, we find 
these paragraphs relative to Cattle Hides: 

Cattle Hides Put Under Allocation: Do- 
mestic hides have been placed under control 
of WPB in order that they can be allocated 
equitably among tanners and used for mili- 
tary and essential civilian uses before any 
go into non-essential products. 

Any available hides not suitable for mili- 
tary use or for such essential civilian use as 
industrial belting and shoes will be avail- 
able for less essential products. These in- 
clude such items as luggage, upholstery, 
and garments. Restrictions relate chiefly 
to tanners, although meat packers, import- 
ers, and dealers are required to file reports 
on the disposition of the hides they handle 
each month. 

At present, domestic production and im- 
ports of hides are adequate to meet both 
military and essential civilian needs. How- 
ever, the situation is subject to change, since 
foreign sources may be reduced either by 
enemy activity, or by the shipping shortage.

In featuring the herd sires of the country 
in this, the twenty-third anniversary issue 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, its publish- 
ers are emphasizing that part of each farm- 
er’s and breeder’s business upon which the 
success or failure of his venture depends. 

The purchase of a herd sire, whether it be 
for that of a registered herd, or but a com- 
mon farm herd, is a transaction that always 
calls for consideration; and seldom, I be- 
lieve, is a new herd sire purchased, but that 
the owner visualizes the calves the future 
is to bring him. 

It is a time when the seller should always 
be interested in his buyer’s problems. To 
sell him the wrong bull means a loss to the 
buyer, and to the seller a loss of a customer 
in the future. 

Unless the seller is familiar with the buy- 
er’s herd and methods, it is not a time for 
urging the purchase of certain individuals 
contrary to the purchaser’s wishes, but a 
time to help him locate the type of bull he 
desires. 

The experience of the Mercer County 
breeders has been that if you do not sell a 
bull today, you may tomorrow; and seldom 
indeed does one find a surplus of bulls held 
over. This experience over a period of years 
has taught them the desirability of sub- 
merging the seller’s wishes to that of the 
buyer’s and has caused the return of the 
buyers in the future, and also, I hope and 
believe, their appreciation. No purchase is 
too small to be undeserving of the seller’s 
personal interest, nor too large but that he 
will hope for its successful future. 

Since reporting bull sales, the following 
bull sales have been consummated. To the 
buyer of each bull goes our best wishes for 
a satisfactory transaction and assurance of 
our appreciation. We hope each will return 
in the future. 


Early in the year, two northern Missouri 
buyers made the trip here and purchased 
two choice calves from the G. A. Morgan 
herd, filled the balance of their truck with 
baled hay and started on their return, as- 
sured of feed for them for the balance of 
the winter. 

Mr. Borst, of Oneida, Illinois, a brother- 
in-law of the Anderson Brothers of that 
town who dispersed their herd at Aledo the 
past fall. purchased a bull from the W. L. 
Candor & Son herd for service on his com- 
mercial herd. 


After considerable driving, Mr. Smith of 
Warren County, Illinois, selected a son from 
one of the heifers Farr Carroll purchased 
in the Kentucky sales during 1940.

ll of this demonstration was a ee 
of a portion of the Centennial Celebratin 
which the Case Company originally planned 
for this year, but postponed until after the 
victorious close of the war. Thus, in an hour 
and a half, the crowd of interested citizens 
saw before their very eyes, a whole century 
of progress passing in review, showing step 
by step the threshing development ag well 
as power farming. Mr. F. A. Wirt, Adver- 
tising Manager of the Case Company acted 
as narrator throughout the pageant. 

The cheering audience of interested peo- 
ple were thrilled to see two old settlers, Jo- 
seph Dobson, now mayor of Rochester, Wis- 
consin and Ralph Sheard, flail the golden 
grain with pep and vigor that belied their 
age. Then too, there was a demonstration 
of a “Ground Hog” Thresher. It was that 
type of thresher that Jerome I. Case 
brought to the Territory of Wisconsin from 
New York in 1842—a hundred years ago 
now. The “Ground Hog” Thresher, as you 
probably know, consisted only of a crude 
spiked cylinder which threshed the grain, 
after which the straw and chaff had to be 
winnowed. This was driven by a tread pow- 
er with a horse stepping on a continuous 
moving platform. 

Without a doubt, the most spectacular 
demonstration of the entire show was the 
12-horse sweep power thresher wherein six 
teams of beautiful horses walked in a circle 
to turn a gear-driven shaft that operated 
an “Agitator” thresher built in 1882. 

Following the flailing, tread power and 
sweep power came in quick succession in 
their logical order of development—Case 
steam engine No. 1 and Eclipse thresher, 
built about the time the Old Settlers’ So- 
ciety was founded in 1870; steam engine and 
wood thresher, early gas tractor and steel 
thresher down to modern equipment. Each 
unit was in action, actually threshing grain. 

Because grain was not ripened at that 
time in Wisconsin, the shrewd and observ- 
ant farmers in the audience asked—“Where 
did they get the grain?” The answer was 
that a farmer in Southern Illinois had a few 
hundred bundles left over from last year, 
and it was shipped 375 miles just for this 
special celebration. The No. 1 Case Steam 
Engine built in the early 1870’s was brought 
back home from the Henry Ford Museum 
at Dearborn, Michigan where it had been on 
display for a number of years. An old Case 
20-40 gas tractor, built in 1912 and in con- 
stant operation since the purchase date, was 
brought all the way back from South Da- 
kota. It drove a modern steel thresher. 
Other old machines—many of them museum 
pieces, were collected from various parts of 
the country for display purposes. 

To show the last step in the progress that 
has been made in 100 years of threshing and 
in farm power, the most modern Case Flam- 
beau Red tractor and combine was shown. 

The colorful display closed with a demon- 
stration of the Case Pick-up Hay Baler 
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he straw from the windrow 

d hi fr ready sliced bales. This is 
= very latest advance in haying machinery 
= is the most important machine in sav- 
- valuable straw. 

L. R. Clausen, President of the J. I. Case 
Company, speaking before the Old Settlers 
Society in the pavilion at the park before 
the field demonstration, emphasized the fact 
that: “Plenty of food is the exception, not 
the rule, in the history of the world. Man- 
kind was hungry for thousands of years, 
millions starved to death; but with the com- 
ing of individual freedom and farm ma- 
chinery, there also came abundance. Only 
for the last 100 years has mankind had 
enough to eat, and then only in those coun- 
tries where individuals enjoy freedom, 
where private enterprise is encouraged and 
farm machinery 1s used. 

“During the past 100 years we have gone 
from hand labor to machine methods, from 
scarcity to abundance, from a drab exist- 
ence to an infinitely richer life. Let us 
firmly resolve to hold the freedom and lib- 
erty, and our economic and social gains re- 
sulting from the exercise of individual ini- 
tiative and enterprise.” 

The same pageant was repeated on July 
2d for members of the American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers following their an- 
nual convention at Milwaukee. Several of 
the old machines were also shown in the 
large Case section of the City of Racine’s 
annual Good Will Fourth of July Parade.

We pur- 
chased this bull at the Toronto Royal Show 
in 1925 where he was first prize senior year- 
ling, an honor which he had also won a few 
weeks earlier at the Michigan State Fair 
for his breeder and owner G. R. Martin &

Blackcap Bard continued his show yard 
career with us for four years. During that 
time he headed our show herd with crown- 
ing success, being undefeated as a two-year- 
old and many times grand champion in lat- 
er years. During the years mentioned he 
was also our chief stock bull and the quality 
of his get justified the wisdom of our breed- 
ing policy. 

Among the females sired by Blackcap 
Bard was Rose of Glencarnock 3d, pur- 


chased from us by the late Hon. J. D. Mc- 
Gregor. This good heifer was junior cham- 
pion in Canada and afterwards the first 
prize three-year-old cow at the Sidney 
Show in Australia. Another female with an 
international reputation was Blackbird of 
Sherwood. This heifer was a granddaugh- 
ter of Blackcap Bard. She was purchased 
from us by Edwards Brothers of Ontario, 
exhibited with success and sold to the late 
Col. Dillard at Chicago for $700.00 when 
cattle were cheap. Many other females sir- 
ed by Blackcap Bard deserve honorable 
mention but space forbids. 


Blackcap Bard was pre-eminently a sire 
of outstanding herd bulls, both in quality 
and numbers. I will sketch briefly the his- 
tory of only three. These three bulls were 
out of the same dam, viz., Blackcap of 
Northlane by Prizemere 12th. The first one 
to gain prominence was Northlane Black- 
cap Bard, a junior calf who was successful

on the Western Canadian circuit and grand 
champion at the Toronto Royal of that year. 
Northlane Blackcap Bard, after three years 
service in the good herd of George McAllis- 
ter & Son, of Guelph, Ontario, was sold to 
F. W. H. Walton, of Forest, Virginia. I re- 
ceived an interesting letter from Mr. Wal- 
ton soon after he purchased this bull in 
which he said:—‘After looking all over 
America for a herd bull I found what I was 
looking for up in Canada”. I was privileged 
to meet Mr. Walton three years later at the 
Chicago International and he told me that 
his Canadian bred bull had proved a won- 
derfully good sire. 


The second bull in this list, Northlane 
Blackcap Bard 2d almost duplicated his eld- 
er brother’s feat in the first years of his 
show career. He was a consistent winner 
on the Western circuit and stood next to the 
grand champion at the Toronto Royal that 
year. A curious coincidence was that the 
grand champion was none other than George 
of Aberlour 2d, a son of the previous grand 
champion Northlane Blackcap Bard. Our 
mutual friend the late Alex. Minty was in- 
tensely interested in Northlane Blackcap 
Bard 2d. He declared that he was the best 
bull on the grounds and offered a very hand- 
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some price for him as an evidence of his 
judgment. 

The third member of this trio was North- 
lane Blackcap Bard 4th. This bull was re- 
tained for our own use and he proved by 
every test to be the best sire we ever used. 
He was a smooth, thick bull with marvel- 
ous hind quarters. He had the same beau- 
tiful breed character as his sire but was a 
larger bull weighing in show condition 2250 
pounds. 

Like his older brothers Northlane Black- 
cap Bard 4th, had a credible show yard ca- 
reer. As a four-year-old he was grand 


champion with one exception wherever 
shown. This bull was never shown in the 
East but certainly would have placed well 
up in any company. Another coincidence 
which might occur in any well regulated 
family was the meeting of Northlane Black- 
cap Bard 2d and Northlane_ Blackcap 
Bard 4th at the World’s Fair in Regina. 
After the smoke of battle had cleared 
the former bull was adjudged the grand 
champion and the latter the reserve. Truly 
a remarkable achievement and here the sons 
bore evidence of the superior qualities of 
their great sire.

Dehydrated Meat 


(Continued from page 38) 
available equipment, of which there will not 
be too much, at best, can be utilized to pro- 
vide the huge quantities that will be needed. 

Thus far most of the work has been de- 
voted to the dehydration of beef and this 
work will continue. But pork, too, will be 
very much in the picture from now on, a few 
tests already having been run on this class 
of meat. As a source of supply, pork may 
actually exceed beef in importance for this 
purpose. 

Because of its greater fatness and the 
character of the fat, it is expected that the 
successful dehydration of pork will probably 
present more difficulties than will that of 
the leaner beef, but the full effect of fat 
in the process will have to be determined 
experimentally before definite information 
on this point will be available. The size of 
particle of the meat is also a factor with 
both kinds of meat and the coarseness or 
fineness of grind of the meat is being varied 
through a considerable range in preparing 
the samples for test. 

With most types of dehydrating equip- 
ment available for use today, three main 
processing factors are concerned in the de- 
hydrating of meat—temperature, relative 
humidity—except in vacuum driers—and air 
velocity. As they are involved with each 
type included in the experiment, these pro- 
cessing factors are being varied to give 
different test combinations, so that opti- 
mums can eventually be determined for 
each. As the need for a practical finished 
product is urgent, it is hoped that the use 
of various combinations of these three fac- 
tors will reveal possible shortcuts for speed- 
ing up the dehydration process with many of 
the available types of equipment, so that 
much time in processing may be _ saved. 
Already the development of new informa- 
tion from the early tests has modified the 
experimental procedure to some extent. It 
was thought that low humidity would prob- 
ably cause case hardening of the meat par- 
ticles, which in turn would retard dehydra- 
tion. Results of the first work indicated 
that this wasn’t necessarily true. 

Previous research with meat has shown 
that up to a certain point the application of 
increased temperature develops the desir- 
able flavors of the meat. However, the tem- 
perature should not go so high as to give a 
burned or overdone flavor to the product. 
Thus dehydrating is being attempted within 
a wide range of temperatures to determine 
the optimum point for this process. 

Since the final product will be useless for 
war purposes without high keeping quali- 
ties, experimental samples of the dehydrat- 
ed meat are being subjected to various con- 
ditions which the final product is likely to 
meet in the field and the results carefully 
studied. Thus far most of the samples have 
been pulled down to a final moisture content 
of 5 to 8 per cent and it is believed that the 
largest particles in dehydrated meat should 
not contain more than 10 per cent moisture 
at the very outside. Samples are being 
stored for varying lengths of time at 35 
degrees F., at ordinary room temperatures, 
and at 110 degrees F. and portions tested 
from time to time, not only for palatability, 
and to check on any development of ran- 
cidity under the varying conditions, but also 
for the possible development of molds and 
toxins. 

As yet, little is known of the effect of 
dehydration on the nutritive values of the 
meat, if it actually has any effect, nor of 
the effect of long storage on these values. 
This information will have to be worked out 
by careful experimentation, and provision 
has been made for determining the effects 


of both processing and storage on 
mins, proteins, fats, and minerals 
dehydrated product.

meats is one of the most troublesome involy. 
ed in the whole situation. It is necessary to 
find a package already in use or develop 
one of new design or material which will 
protect the meat from absorption of moist- 
ure under extreme temperature and humid. 
ity conditions, be adequately resistant to 
the attacks of fungi or insects which might 
destroy the package or its contents, and be 
strong enough to stand ordinary rough 
handling without breakage.

After all is said and done, the proof_of 
the pudding is still the eating of it. De- 
hydrated meat is a new type of food, about 
which little enough is known as yet, and we 
will have to learn how to use it to best ad- 
vantage. Certainly a new cooking technic 
will have to be worked out, and expert food 
technicians of the Department are attacking 
this phase of the problem with vigor and 
enthusiasm. Experiments are already under 
way to determine how best to rehydrate the 
product for cooking and how best to make 
it into attractive, appetizing dishes for 
large-scale food service, as well as for home 
consumption—though there will probably 
not be sufficient for home consumption for 
along time to come. It is already apparent 
from the work thus far conducted that two 
general types of product are needed, a 
coarse product requiring chewing that the 
hungry young soldier on far shores can get 
his teeth into with enjoyment, and a finer 
ground product perhaps more suited to 
making soups, meat loaf, croquettes and 
similar products. 

No doubt new problems, not now visual- 
ized, will develop as the work progress. But 
itis a safe bet that sheer ability and native 
American ingenuity will prove equal to 
them. The fact that shipping facilities may 
be limited and refrigeration scarce should 
not long prevent our fighting forces over- 
seas, Wherever they may be, from enjoying 
their customary meat, even though it is 
prepared for them from new recipes and 
served up in new forms.

You will also see the two hundred eighty 
or more cows, With calves at side, many of 
them very typey individuals and many very 
well bred cows. In one pasture were sixty 
open heifers, good enough, many of them to 
fit into most any herd, and in the group 
were a number of sale heifers. In fact, Mr. 
Little might sell the whole lot. 

You will go down to the Sassafras River 
and see the cattle on pasture there, good 
pasture with plenty of shade and good wat- 
er. In fact most every pasture has both 
shade and water, naturally, or if not from 
the river, it is piped to a tank in the shade. 

The cattle look strong and healthy, the 
calves look good and calf creeps are kept 
filled with grain to aid in developing them 
at an earlier age. There were an even six 
hundred head of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
when we last visited there and there are 
perhaps several more calves by now. 

Another pleasant thing we noticed was 
that the men, all of them we met, seemed to 
be cheerful, pleased with their jobs and in- 
tent upon doing their work as best they can. 
That alone suggests future success, for 
pleasant working relationships always work 
toward a better job, no matter what that 
job may be.

headache of being chief steward. The yacht 
had been designed as a mother ship for 
fishing expeditions and carried besides her 
lifeboats two twin screw cabin cruisers 
equipped for deep sea fishing. One of these 
cruisers remains at Modena Plantation 
where it serves as a tow boat for the cattle 
barges. 

After the South American cruise, on 
which the Roeblings met Capt. Sadler who 
later took Mr. Otto Battles to Buenos Aires 
to judge the Palermo, the Black Douglas 
felt the depression in full force and was 
laid up at City Island, N. Y. When Modena 
was purchased in 1934 there were no build- 
ings on the island. The plantation fronted 
on the Inland Waterway where the channel 
was 20 feet deep, so the Roeblings decided 
to kill two birds with one stone (quit pay- 
ing expensive storage at a New York Ship- 
yard, and provide a ready-to-run home and 
electric power plant for the island) so they 
brought the ship to Georgia and tied her to 
their farm. For five years the big schooner 
’rose and fell with the tides at the Modena 
Plantation wharf, taking life as it came in- 
cluding one full dress hurricane; had it not 
been for the extra anchors they had long 
previously placed ’way out in the river for 
just such a contingency, she might have 
become a derelict then. During this time 
she proved useful in more ways than one, 
providing a steam heated home (the only 
home that three of the five Roebling child- 
ren had ever known), providing electricity, 
ice, cold storage space, and fuel oil storage 
for the farm. 
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Below decks she was ex- 
tremely simple, all the steel 
work being exposed, Navy- 
fashion, except for one big 
room 30 feet wide extend- 
ing clear across the ship, 
which was panelled in teak 
wood; according to Mr. 
George K. Bailey of Wick- 
wire this was “the coziest 
room in the world” and he 
might not be too wide of 
the mark at that. Unlike 
some of the other features 
of the Black Douglas, this 
room cannot be duplicated 
sincerely on land because 
the portholes and big deck 
skylight were its principle 
features. 


But one sundown the 
stream anchors were weigh- 
ed, the mooring chains 
singled; and, eventually, 
with her bow headed out to 
the channel, a tearful crowd 
of islanders cast the last 
line adrift. Next day there 
was work to be done and 
plenty of it. The new Mo- 
dena power and_ water 
works have been completed 
to the extent possible at 
this time although there 
are several steel tanks and 
electric motors to be _ in- 
stalled, when they are ob- 
tainable after the war, 
which will make the fire 
pumping station practically 
automatic in _ operation 
when an alarm is turned in 
from any fire plug. The 
plant consists of a genera- 
tor for charging a 400 
ampere hour storage battery that will 
supply three days’ current in case of a 
breakdown, and a deep well turbine and 
fire pressure pump that together deliver 
500 gallons per minute, enough for two 
2% inch and two 1% inch fire nozzles 
operating simultaneously each capable of 
hurling water over the barn roof.

that would have been different if it had not 
been for the “if”. If the French had built 
airplanes and tanks instead of the Maginot 
Line, things would have been different. It 
does not do any good to say if this bull had 
not died or if this bull had been in different 
hands, or if he had been given a chance, 
or if this cow had been given a chance, she 
would have been just as good as some other 
noted animals. Granted, this may be true. 
They do not have any influence on the breed 
now and never will. The future of the breed 
is in the hands of a very, very few breeders, 
relatively speaking, and in the blood stream 
of fewer animals proportionately.

It should 
be interesting to note that Erica 2d is living 
on through one daughter; Eisa through 
three, and Enchantress through four. 


It is interesting to note that the cow 
Edina, a daughter of Enchantress is not 
found too frequently on the pages of his- 
tory, but that she produced two daughters 
the most noted of which is Elba 34753, the 
strongest female of the line and one of the 
more potent of the family. 


Eleanor 1629, a granddaughter of En- * 
chantress, is carrying on through three 
daughters and will run Elba neck to neck in 
importance. The most important grand- 
daughter of the Eisa branch is Eveline 2085 
and would rank with equal importance to’ 
Elba and Eleanor. 


There is no hidden secret about the live 
stock and breeding business. There has been 
no one who has been able to discover a rule 
that will work and work every time. Per- 
fection has never been reached and never 
will be. That is the reason why cattle 
breeding is so interesting and so fascinat- 
ing. That is why men from all walks of 
life, strong men, rugged men, men with 
sleeves rolled up, men with experience in 
other fields are drawn into this business. It 
is life itself. You can’t conquer it, but we 
keep striving and hoping. 


Let me reiterate the statement I made 
in 1933. The great breeding bulls of tomor- 
row, the top producing females and _ the 
prize winning steers will be the product of 
the outer limbs of these trees that we have e 
given you of the various families. There 
has been intermingling and there will con- 
tinue to be, also pruning, but it is hoped 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breeders will con- 
tinue to use a certain degree of individuality 
in their breeding programs. Do not follow 
everybody else. This will keep the lines 
somewhat apart and at the same time it 
will concentrate the blood of each line 9 
now and then they can be brought together 
to produce a certain amount of hybrid vigor 
or heterozygosis, but year after year hol 
to the best. Be rigid, severe. That is what 
nature is. That is the law of the survival 
of the fittest. Nature is gentle; it is beau 
tiful yet very severe and uncompromising 
in her reproduction program if left alone. 
Let us be alert and hold to the best of the 
old and add only the proven of the new.

Kenneth McGregor reports from his farm 
at Ada, Minnesota, that crop conditions are 
exceptionally good all through the North- 
west this year. This applies to western 
Canada as well as all of the Northwest 
States. 1942 will be the biggest year in 
grain production for these north western 
states and western Canada since 1915 and 
1918. This particularly applies to the crop 
of small grains and the result is going to 
be that not only will there be an abundance 
of live stock feed all through these north 
western states, but also through the sale 
of the small grain, farmers in these terri- 
tories will have more available cash than 
they have had in years. This means that 
there will be a great demand for all kinds 
of pure bred live stock throughout this ter- 
ritory.

ernment placed ceilings on both the packers 
and the retailers. These ceilings were on 
basis of the high sale each operator made 
during the month of March. There wag no 
ceiling placed on live cattle. These ceiling 
announcements created considerable con. 
fusion in the trade and many killers wanted 
to force cattle prices much lower than the 
situation justified. In terms of live cattle 
the ceiling requirements, in the opinion of 
most, would permit live cattle to kill with- 
out a loss at prices somewhere from 25 to 
75ec per cwt. lower than the high prices 
registered during April when the ceilings 
were announced. Last week, using Chicago 
as a base, prices of choice and prime steers 
averaged about $1.00 per cwt. less than dur. 


ing the last week in March. The good grade ™ 


averaged about 25c per cwt. less. Medium 
steers were around 60c¢ higher and common 
steers a full $1.00 higher. This tends to 
point out that prices of the better grades 
of fed steers were well within ceiling re- 
quirements last week. This week further 
losses of fully 25c occurred on these kinds, 

Just a week ago on Saturday, June 13, it 
was announced that new ceiling regulations 
would take effect on July 13. These ceiling 
regulations are rather complicated, but in 
brief, the new regulation limits packers to 
a price not more than the low sale of the 
high thirty percent of their sales for each 
grade during the base period in March. It 
is difficult to figure just exactly what this 
will mean in the long run in regard to cat- 
tle prices in that each killer is on his own, 
or a different ceiling basis. The ceilings are 
set on the basis of sales by each individual 
killer rather than an average of all or 
rather than an average for a given area.

In other words, right now and from now 
s important to figure and plan a pro- 
f feeding and marketing, giving con- 
n to probable supply conditions. 
The supply of fed cattle is due to lighten in 
the near future and it does seem that there 
will be a period this summer and early fall 
in which the supply will be considerably 
under what it is at the present time. And, 
it does seem that the supply during that 

riod will not be in balance to the same ex- 
fent with the demand as is existing at the 

ent time. 

Mt appears that the best chance for cattle 
feeders to score a favorable price on their 
better qualitied cattle would be to go on 
with their program and plan to market 
those qualitied kinds needing more finish 
during the summer and fall period. Prices 
of well fed cattle during the summer and 
fall will probably be relatively favorable as 
compared to those existing at this time. 

Now, in regard to planning a program 
for feeding the rest of this summer and 
next year, it is well to adopt a conservative 
and cautious attitude in respect to the pur- 
chase of new cattle. Feeder cattle prices 
are high now but they are almost always 
high in the spring. Almost always, we have 
a break or at least lower prices during the 
late spring and early summer. Those who 
want to buy cattle for a relatively short 
turn in the feedlot might profitably wait 
just a little while to see if that break does 
not occur. 

In respect to most of you who buy cattle 
during the late summer and fall, it would 
be well not to make early commitments 
this year. It is yet early to size up the 
feed situation and it seems best for you 
regular farmer cattle feeders to wait as 
long as possible before buying your cattle 
for next year’s feeding. The ceiling regula- 
tions will limit the price possible out of 
your fed cattle figuring on a reasonably 
long period of time. They will not neces- 
sarily limit prices available to you during 
any given relatively short period. Therefore, 
it would be well to still consider the sea- 
sonal and other regular factors that one in 
the cattle feeding business always considers. 
This year, it seems best for you regular 
feeders to wait before buying until the full 
influence of the seasonal down-swing in 
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feeder prices has been felt, and then, buy 
only in accordance with the price that you 
can afford to pay and still sell your finished 
product in line with the present ceiling re- 
quirements. 

It is generally known among cattle feed- 
ers that the plainer grades of cattle are 
selling favorably as compared with the bet- 
ter kinds. This situation will probably occur 
again next year and perhaps for the dura- 
tion of the war. The very fact that these 
cattle are selling well and the fact that in 
most cases nice profits were scored this 
year is apt to cause a situation this fall 
similar to the one existing now in that the 
plainer grades of feeder cattle are selling 
very high. The encouragement which far- 
mers are getting to utilize more corn 
through hogs rather than cattle will also 
tend to direct many farmers toward com- 
mon and medium cattle to utilize their 
bulkier feeds. It may be that this set of 
circumstances will result in farmers paying 
prices for the lower grades of feeder cattle 
too high to avoid a loss. There is a possi- 
bility that the spread in prices of feeder 
cattle this coming summer and fall will be 
so narrow that it will be advisable for many 
farmers to purchase good grade feeders or 
good to choice feeders rather than the 
plainer kinds. 

In summarizing briefly, it seems that the 
new ceiling regulations have already been 
largely discounted in respect to prices on 
the better grades of fed cattle. The supply 
situation is due to start changing in the 
near future and a supply situation the op- 
posite of last year is in prospect. Last year, 
an abundance of well-fed cattle were mark- 
eted during the late summer and fall. This 
year, the late winter and spring is register- 
ing the heavy marketing period and the 
lighter portion of the marketing of fed 
steers this year will probably come during 
the late summer and fall. 

It seems advisable to delay marketing 
those kinds that are not well finished for 
their grade. Caution and conservative ac- 
tion and careful planning are suggested for 
next year with full awareness to the in- 
fluence of the ceiling regulations. Ceilings 
will, no doubt, limit prices that can be ob- 
tained over a period of time but there still 
will be periods that register much better 
prices than other periods for the various 
classes and grades. 

Such appears to be the situation at this 
time, but may I repeat, we must keep alert 
and particularly watch for new Government 
regulations or changes in those existing at 
the present time. I know that the labor 
supply is short and I appreciate many of 
the other problems that confront the cattle 
feeder. However, I would like to suggest 
that you regulars watch the situation, plan 
a program that best fits in with your par- 
ticular set-up and continue to do a good job 
making beef.

satisfaction to take him into the ring, and 
he, too, always came out with a ribbon of 
the right color to his credit. His name, 
“Quiet Lad,” fitted him to perfection, never 
have I seen an animal with a better disposi- 
tion. An incident to indicate how apparent 
this characteristic was in him may be of 
interest—at the—Alaska-Yukon Exposi- 
tion at Seattle, I was asked to lead the 
grand champion Aberdeen-Angus bull, 
which was Oakville Quiet Lad, out for the 
inspection of President Taft who was the 
honored guest of the Exposition for a day. 
In the course of the President’s remarks to 
me, he placed his hand on the great bull’s 
neck and said, “He seems to be such a 
gentle fellow.” As for me, I was thrilled 
to over-flowing. Of all the exhibitors and 
of all the animals in that great show, My 
Oakville Quiet Lad and I were the only ones 
to be introduced to the President of the 
United States, and Oakville Quiet Lad had 
received a deserved compliment from the 
President. 

I do not imagine that there is an Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder anywhere who has not 
heard of Earl Marshall. My acquaintance 
with him as an individual was too limited 
to justify me in discussing his conforma- 
tion or his individual traits, but I did get a 
very good first hand impression of many of 
his famous progeny because they caused 
me a lot of trouble in the show rings of 


the country for quite some time. He was 
a sire of unusual prepotency. The exploits 
of his sons and daughters spread even 


wider the fame of McHenry who bred him 
and greatly enhanced the prestige of the 
already famous Escher & Ryan herd where 
he served during his entire productive life. 
During that time he sired more Interna- 
tional grand champions than has any other 
bull during a like period. 

Of all the great bulls that Ear] Marshall 
sired, I liked Blackcap Revolution _ best. 
When he won the grand championship at 
the 1923 International, I thought he was 
almost perfect in conformation, and that 
was what I told my friend, Mr. H. O. Har- 
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rison, of San Francisco, when he asked my 
advice on whether or not he was justified 
in paying the $15,000.00 price asked for 
him. As is well known, Mr. Harrison did 
buy him at that price and as is also well 
known his subsequent accomplishments as 
a sire in his herd made his high purchase 
price seem like a paltry sum indeed. 


Of Blackcap Revolution’s three Interna- 
tional grand champion sons, all great bulls, 
I preferred Revolution 100th. This might 
have been because I had more of a per- 
sonal interest in him, but I do not think so. 
At any rate he was probably the _ best 
known of them all. 

My first contact with Revolution 100th 
was at Omaha in 1931 where I had the 
honor of judging the Aberdeen-Angus 
classes of the great Aksarben Show of that 
year. I little thought when I started to 
work that before my task was completed I 
would uncover a new grand champion bull 
but that is what happened and the bull was 
Revolution 100th. I had placed him over 
a bull which had consistently beaten him at 
previous shows and for doing this, I receiv- 
ed some quite caustic criticism from the 
exhibitor who owned the “other” bull. In 
the course of his remarks he asked me quite 
pointedly how it was possible for me to 
make such a decision. My reply was simply 
that I liked the bull that I had placed at 
the top better and furthermore that he was 
just the kind of a bull I should like to have 
at the head of my own herd. Subsequently 
that year I had the satisfaction of having 
my judgment confirmed by two of the best 
known live stock judges in America, who 
placed the same animals at the American 
Royal and the Chicago International res- 
pectively. Some of my readers may con- 
clude, and probably rightly so, that the 
brief personal sketches I have given of a 
few of the bulls that I have considered out- 
standing, do not prove anything when it 
comes to the real value of a great sire. 
Well, then, let’s look at it another way. 
Does anyone know of a herd with accom- 
plishments above the ordinary that has not 
used sires of great prepotency, and have 


——e 


you ever observed how the quality of the 
output of a herd which has had the benefit 
of a great bull deteriorates, as measured by 
show yard standards, when the influence 
of that sire is lost. Recognizing this 
truth, I have always advocated line breed- 
ing, the only method by which qualities of 
great sires can be preserved in the herd 
through 
sometime to continue this discussion which, 
to me, is of more than ordinary interest.

would be lost to the breed and the breeder, 
and be mighty poor business. You have to 
keep showing their offspring, publishing 
their pictures in your ads and keeping their 
records before the public, but first they 
have to make the records for you. 

There are those who believe that the 
show ring is not the best or the fairest way 
to classify breeding cattle. No one will claim 
that it is perfect, but so far, we have no 
other practical way of comparing type. Of 
course, everyone can’t show, and there are 
many breeders who seem to do very well 
without, but I am sure that there are also 
a great many who have good cattle who 
would do a lot better if they did. Don’t be 
afraid to start. If you feel an urge to take 
that best youngster of last year’s calf crop 
to your local County fair, don’t be a shy 
breeder. Just try it once. It may lead to 
big things. Come out of the shadows wi 
your good black cattle. Let us hope that 
all the shows will soon be on again with 
more blacks on parade than ever before.
